Stephen Jones Returns to City 
and Tells of Conditions 
in California 



The unselfishness of the nionled men 
of the south was the chief impression 
which Stephen Jones, the popular pro- 
prietor of the Dominion hotel, gath- 
ered in a sojourn of nearly two months 
in southern California. Mr. Jones re- 
turned to the city on Sunday in good 
health, looking the picture of content- 
ment after his lengthy tour and ho 
brought back with him praise in plenty 
for the rich southerners who in their 
unselfish attitude towards their less 
fortunate brethren aroused his sincer- 
est regard. These men have built 
magnificent homes all through south- 
ern California, surrounded by beauti- 
fully laid out grounds which they throw 
opeii to the general public, to explore 
at will on the simple condition that 
the visitors refrain from plucking 
Mowers. Mr. Jones thinks the gener- 
ous attitude displayed by these men 
is an object lesson to all northerners, 
and could be copied to advantage not 
only here but all through the north, 
where the sign "Private property, no 
tresspassers allowed," is altogether too 
frequent. 

Mr. Jones left Victoria on Fob. 22 
last in company with his two nieces 
Miss Cecil Cotives and Miss Lonora 
Lemon, lie traveled all over Califor- 
nia going as far south as San Diego 
and even , visiting Tijuana in Mexico, 
llo encountered very rainy weather 
and as u result found the train ser- 
vice In southern California completely 
disorganized. Two weeks ago only one 
lino the Owl Road was open out of 
Dos Angeles to San Francisco. Mr. 
Jones says the hotel tourist traffic in 
southern California has not been near- 
ly as good this year as last and bus- 



iness generally has been quiet on this 
account. Real estate all over was at 
a high water mark but it was not mov- 
ing and many wise heads were pre- 
dicting a serious slum]) in prices. 

While away .Mr. Jones met many 
Victorians notably Al Dlndsay at San 
Francisco. Mr. Lindsay's many friends 
will be pleased to learn that lie has 
entirely • recovered from his illness and 
will bo home in about ten days. Mr. 
Jones encountered William Wilson in 
Los Angeles and under the latter's 
able guidance spent many pleasant 
hours there. 

"San Francisco now is certainly a 
sorry sight to one who was familiar 
with it before the lire," remarked Mr. 
Jones in speaking of the ruined city 
at the Golden date. "No person with- 
out seeing the ruins can form any idea 
of the extent of (lie devastation. The 
city is only emerging from the catas- 
trophe now and so far little substan- 
tial building has been done. The citi- 
zens are going ahead with the Idea of 
building a bigger and better city, how- 
ever, arid from the spirit that dom- 
inates them I am sure that San Fran- 
cisco will ultimately recover from the 
effects of the earthquake though it 
will take some years. The business 
district will be located about the same 
us before though at the present time 
Fillmore and Van Ness streets are the 
business thoroughfares.

The consideration of the estimates in 
committee of the whole occupied 
practically all the time of yesterday 
afternoon's sitting of the provincial 
legislature. Between twenty and 
twenty-five votes were passed, despite 
the fact . that there was much delay 
over the appropriation set down for 
the construction of public works in 
North Vancouver and vicinity. It was 
explained that a great deal of this 
property belonged to the government 
and that the improvements contem- 
plated were expected to raise the 
value of the holdings. The only other 
business of importance was" the sub- 
mittal by Mr. Ross of a biil proposing 
to give power to the different sections 
of the province to enforce a curfew 
law should it be deemed expedient. 
This was put through its initial stages. 

A clear enunciation of the govern- 
ment's policy in respect to the timber 
industry of British Columbia was 
given, by Chief Commissioner Fulton 
at the evening sitting of the legisla- 
ture. His speech was made on the 
motion for the second reading of the 
bill amending the Land act. In it two 
important announcements were made, 
namely that it waa proposed to change 
the classification and values of pub- 
lie lands and that the royalty on tim- 
ber would be raised from !>0 to 7"i 
cents a thousand. The remainder of 
the sitting was occupied with matters 
of a more or less routine character. 
Questions and Answers 

Prayers having been read by Rov. 
W. Leslie Clay, questions were asked 
and answered as follows: 

Mr. Kergln asked the Acting Pre- 
mier the following questions: 

1. Does the Grand Trunk Pacific 
Railway Company now hold the 
Omineca & Northern Railway charter? 

2. What subsidy does that charter 
convey? 

3. What arc the building conditions? 

4. On what date must construction 
be commenced: 

Hon. Mr. Tatlow replied as follows: 

1. The government Is not aware that 
there is a railway bearing the name of 
tho Omineca & Northern Railway. If 
the question refers, as It possibly does, 
to the Pacilic Northern & Omineca 
Railway, the government has no In- 
formation that the charter of said rail- 
way has been acquired by the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway Company. 

The information sought 
by these questions, if they refer to 
tho Pacific Northern & Omineca Rail- 
way, can be obtained by consulting 
the following ''atutes of British Co- 
lumbia: lflOO, chap.

Committee of Supply 

The House then went Into committor 
of the whole, with the member for 
Okanagan in tho chair, for the con- 
sideration of supply. 

On request, the proposed vote of 
513,000 for the maintenance of the 
Seton Lake hatchery was allowed to 
stand over until a report was available 
as to the last year's work of the insti- 
tution. 

Parker Williams wanted to know 
whether the $4000 In the estimates for 
aid to refuge homes, aid societies, etc., 
had anything to do with a proposed 
grant of $1000 to the Salvation Army. 

The Finance Minister explained that 
the former amount did not Include 
any appropriation for the benefit of 
the organization to which Mr. Wil- 
liams referred. Tho Finance Minister 
saia runner. In answer to Mr. Haw- 
thornthwaitc, that in the distribution 
of this money no denominational dis- 
crimination was permitted. 

In the consideration of a grant of 
$500 for a resident physician at Cape 
Scott, Mr. Brewster wanted to know 
tho name of the doctor whom this 
affected. 

The Provincial Secretary replied 
that the members of the Danish settle- 
ment in that locality were ansious to 
bring a physician of their own nation- 
ally- to the country, and in order to 
allow them to do so, it was proposed 
to make the vote In question. 

Of the $9000 set aside for destitute 
and poor, the Provincial Secretary said 
that the most of this was laid out on 
cases recommended by the provincial 
police. 

Tuberculosis Sanitarium. 

Mr. Hawthqrthwaite claimed that 
the government should not only aid 
the establishment of anti-tuberculo- 
sis sanitarium, but should undertake 
the full responsibility of the project. 
He did not think that it was proper 
that government officials should go 
about collecting, subscriptions. There 
was no doubt thai the '"White Plague" 
was a real source of danger and, 
when such an extensive outlay was 
proposed on a British Columbia uni- 
versity, he was of the' opinion that 
equal attention should lie paid the in- 
auguration of such a worthy institu- 
tion. 

British Columbia's Prisoners. 

In connection with the administra- 
tion of justice, Attorney-General Ful- 
ton, in answer to a question, stated 
that the average number of prison- 
ers in the different provincial jails 
was os follows: Westminster, 40; 
Victoria, 30; Kam loops and Nelson, 25. 
Addition to Asylum 

On considering a vote of $20,000 
for the New Westminster Insane asy- 
lum It was announced by tho provin- 
cial secretary that the building was 
taxed to its utmost capacity, making 
it absolutely necessary that, an addi- 
tion should be constructed. Hence 
the heaviness of the sum appropriated. 
On taking up the grant for public 
schools, John Oliver wanted to know 
what schools would be constructed in 
Delta district. The provincial secre- 
tary stated that he had no requests 
from that section with the exception 
of an incidental demand from the 
member, who had Just spoken. 

On motion the votos for Delta and 
Yale districts were allowed to stand 
over until the members, Messrs. Oli- 
ver and Henderson, had an opportun- 
ity of examining the reports of the 
government agents, who, It was stat- 
ed, asked for practically what it was 
proposed to grant. 

Richmond Riding 

In discussing the appropriation for 
Richmond district Mr. Hawthornth- 
walte wanted to know whether it was 
the Intention to spend $S5,000 in Rich- 
mond. 

Mr. Carter Cotton pointed out that 
tho major portion of the expenditure 
was for the purpose of accentuating 
tlie value of government lands at 
Point Grey. It was entirely outside 
the regular grants for the district, lie 
felt assured that for every dollar that 
was spent the administration would 
realize five dollars. 

Tlie minister of finance stated that 
the government bad recently sold 
a block of land at Point Grey on which 
some hall' a million dollars was real- 
ized. There was still about 3,200 
acres of government property remain- 
ing. It was intended to spend some 
money surveying and opening it up as 
a townslte. With these Improve- 
ments It was believed that two million 
or more would be received from the 
holdings. Under such circumstances 
the vote which was asked wus surely 
not too large. 

A lengthy debate ensued on which 
Finance Minister Tatlow. Mr, Carter 
Cotton and Messrs. Oliver and Haw- 
thornthwaito participated. The latter 
claimed that the government owned 
lands everywhere throughout the prov- 
ince and lie thought that the fact that 
there, were public properties In the 
North Vancouver districts was no 
reason for tho contemplated expendi- 
ture. 

Road Making 

On taking up a vote of $12,000 for 
road making tlie attorney-genera] as- 
serted that it was to provide for sup- 
plementary machinery to that already 
In the possession of tlie government 
for the construction of roads. Ho 
said that. It was primarily wanted for 
the Cariboo district. 

Bridge Tolls 

In discussing tho vote for the main-) 
tonco of the Fraser river bridge, Mr. 
Oliver put up another ploii for the 
abolition of tolls. He affirmed that 
many of those who might settle In 
tho South Fraser district had decided 
not to because of tho exaction of fees 



on tho bridge. It was detrimental to 
tho whole district 

Replying to Mr. Brewster, it was 
stated by the chief commissioner of 
lands and works that tho lump sum 
for brldgo construction and repair was 
expended on recommendations from 
government officials in tho various 
districts. 

To Bridge North Arm 

Mr. Oliver asked whether it was the 
intention of the government to con- 
struct a bridge across the north arm 
of the Fraser river, connecting the 
municipalities of Richmond and South 
Vancouver. 

The commissioner of iands and 
works replied in the affirmative. He 
said that tho cost was estimated at 
between $30,000 and $40,000. Tho 
work would only be undertaken on 
condition that tho two municipalities 
which would be benefitted should each 
contribute equal shares of tho cost. 

The committee then rose and re- 
ported progress. 

A report was submitted by Mr. Mac- 
gowan in behalf of tho municipal com- 
mittee. It was adopted. 

Curfew Act 

Mr. Ross introduced a bill entitled, 
"An act for regulating the hours dur- 
ing which children of tender years 
may be on tho streets without their 
parents or guardians." 

The principal sections of this are 
self-explanatory and read as follows: 

Upon receiving a petition signed by 
at least four-fifths of the inhabitants 
of any community it shall be lawful 
for the lieltonant-governor-ln-councll 
to erect the said community into a 
curfew district defining the limits 
thereof and assigning u name thereto. 

From and after the creation of a 
curfew district as above provided, it 
shall be unlawful for any child under 
the age of fourteen years to be on 
the streets or roads within the said 
curfew district without lawful excuse, 
unless accompanied by his or her par- 
ent or guardian, at any time after tlie 
hour of nine o'clock in the evening of 
any day. 

Any child violating the provisions of 
this act shall be guilty of an offence 
under this act, and shall on convic- 
tion before any justice of the peace 
forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding 
five dollars. 

The bill was read a first time and 
placed on the order paper for second 
reading at the next sitting of the 
house. 

The house then adjourned until S.30 
o'clock this evening.

New Measures 

"An Act to Incorporate tho Anti- 
Tuberculosis Society." "An Act Con- 
stituting a Court of Appeal and De- 
claring its Jurisdiction," and "An Act 
to Amend the Supreme Court Act" 
were introduced by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, read a first time and placed on 
the order paper for second reading at 
the next sitting. 

"An Act to Amend the Timber 
Measurement Act, 1906"' ami- "An Act 
to Amend the North Vancouver City 
Incorporation Act, 1906," were read a 
first time, as was also "An Act to 
Amend the Master and Servant Act 
Amendment Act, 1902," introduced by 
Mr. Hall. 

"An Act to Amend the Medical Act, 
1898," was introduced by Mr. Bowser. 
It also was read a llrst time and 
placed on the order paper, to take tho 
usual course at the next sitting of thf 
legislature. The principal section of 
this measure, which reads very clearly, 
is as appended: 

"No person shall be appointed as a 
medical officer, physician or surgeon 
in any branch of the public service in 
this province, or in any hospital or 
other charitable Institution, unless ho 
be registered under the provisions of 
this act, or hold an interim certificate 
of qualification, which certificate shall 
be granted by the executive committee 
of the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons of British Columbia, if request- 
ed by the lieutenant governor In 
council, In respect of a medical ap- 
pointment to tho provincial public 
service, or In respect of the ap oint- 
ment of a graduate in medicine i,f any 
college in Canada to the office of 
medical assistant in any hospital in 
this province of fifty beds or more, 
provided sucli hospital lias a regis- 
tered medical superintendent in charge 
thereof. in such case such certificate 
shall hold good until the next regular 
examination of the said College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, and shaft 
carry with it all the rights and Priv- 
ileges of a registration under the pro- 
visions of this act for the time cov- 
ered by the said interim certificate." 
Mr. Oliver's Motion 
Mr. Oliver moved as follows: 
Whereas by section 11 of the Terms 
of Union the government of the Do- 
minion undertook to secure the con- 
struction of a line of railway to con- 
nect the seaboard of British Columbia 
with the railway system of Canada; 

And whereas largo areas of public 
iands belonging to the province of 
British Columbia have been conveyed 
to the Dominion government in fur- 
therance of the said railway; 

And whereas the benefits to be de- 
rived from the construction nf the said 
railway was one of the inducements 
which led to tho union of British Co- 
lumbia with the other provinces of 
Canada, as well as for the conveyance 
to the Dominion government of the 
public lands of tho province as afore- 
said; 

And whereas the railway above re- 
ferred lo is national in Its character, 
and as such has received a very large 
measure of assistance of public 
moneys and lands; 

And whereas it was not contem- 
plated nt the time nf the union of 
British Columbia with the other prov- 
inces of Canada that there should bo 
any discrimination in freight and 
passenger rates between one locality 
and other localities, or between one 
province and any other province; 

And whereas numerous complaints 
have from lime to lime been made by 
various boards of trade in British Co- 
lumbia to the fact that existing 
freight rates discriminate against 
cities in British Columbia; 

And whereas tho board of railway 
commissioners has ordered a reduction 
of passenger rates to throe cents per 
mile upon all railways between Cal- 
gary and tho Atlantic; 

And whereas the passenger rates 
charged upon railways in British Co- 
lumbia are in excess of three cents 
per mile; 

And whereas such excess is a dis- 
crimination detrimental to the best In- 
terests of British Columbia, as It tends 
to prevent development and the influx 
of population: 

Therefore be It resolved, that an 
hu>nble address be presented lo the 
Lieutenant Governor praying that he 
will cause a full representation of the 
facts to be made to the government of 
the Dominion, and the board of 

railway commissioners, to the end that 
British Columbia may be placed Inns 
favorable condition In respect In 
freight and passenger rates as are 
other portions of Hip Dominion. 

On motion of the Attorney-General, 
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the debate was adjourned. 

Return Granted 

Mr. Williams introduced a motion as 
follows: That an order of the House 
be granted for a return of all cor- 
respondence, papers, etc., in the mat- 
ter of the province of British Columbia 
questioning tha power of the Dominion 
government to issue crown grants for 
lands In the province of British Co- 
lumbia. 

This was adopted, after having been 
amended so as to confine the returns 
to tlie townsite of Rovelstoke. 

Third Readings 

"An Act to Revise and Continue tho 
Existence of Certain Companies," was 
read a third time without dissension. 

"An Act to Amend tho Attachment 
of Debts Act 1901," was adoyted on its 
report and carried its third reading. 

Tho house went into a committee 
of the whole, with Mr. Naden in the 
chair, on "An Act to Amend the Jurors 
Act." It was adopted with amend- 
ment. 

Fisheries Bill Passed 
"An Act to Amend the B. ('. Fish- 
eries Act 11101" was put through com- 
mittee, with Mr. Vorston in the chair, 
and passed its third reading without 
amendment or objection. 

Land Act Amondments 

"An Act to Amend the Land Act" 
was introduced for lis second reading. 
Hon. Mr. Fulton the chief commission- 
er of lands and works, said that there 
were a few points he would explain A 
great part of the bill was taken up 
with charges made in the form of ap- 
plications for timber licenses. This 
simply was an alteration of the reg- 
ulations as far as the department was 
concerned. Much trouble was ex- 
perienced under the present system. 
He said that It was lose and many 
protests had resulted. As it stood now 
a person might take out a license and 
could neglect to advertise for six 
months. Thus it was possible that an- 
other, having no notice, might stake 
the same bloe'k and, consequently, 
cause confusion.- He also had been 
told that some were in the habit of 
advertising and staking afterwards. 
Under the proposed system the appli- 
cant had first to stake and then ap- 
ply nr give notice at the nearest gov- 
ernment office to the property. lie 
had to do this within IB days. He 
then had to make application to the 
assistant commissioner. If Hie latter 
thought the description insufficient ho 
was given power to force the appli- 
cant to remedy the matter.

The government, 
however, did not think BO. Me re- 
ferred to the big prices obtained by 
the Dominion government for that 
land Included In the forty-mile belt. 
Ho spoke of an Instance whore a sec- 
tion, reserved for school purposes In 
the Nicola country, had brought $3.50 
tin aero. It was, he said, pasture land. 
He thought, therefore, that it was rea- 
sonable to expect to fret what It was 
proposed to aslt for public lands gen- 
erally! It might be argued, he assert- 
ed, that the measure would militate 
against the sale of provincial lands 



While acknowledging that this might 
be so ho stated that land which would 
only bring $1 an acre was not badly 
wanted anyway. And he did not 
think that it would do any harm to 
allow the property to stand for awhllo 
until It Increased in value. 

Added Royalty 

Another important proposal was tho 
contemplated increase of 50'to 75 cents 
in tho royalty on timber. There was 
no doubt that a considerable revenue 
bad been obtained from this source 
during the past year— upwards of $1,- 
000.000. But he was of the opinion that 
tile province was entitled to more than 
that In considering the question be 
said tbnt It was to be remembered that 
the timber belonged to British Colum- 
bia and that the lumbermen were 
granted a valuable privilege in being 
permitted to exploit that resource. As 
a precedent for the proposed Increase 
he mentioned the conditions prevail- 
ing in Ontario, where a royalty of $2 
a thousand was charged. He thought 
the comparison was much In favor of 
this country. It was possible that the 
argument would be advanced that the' 
increase was not sufficient. In order 
to meet that he asked that the bouse 
remember that only recently bad the 
industry gained a sound footing and 
a heavy Increase, might result In an 
injurious disturbance. But he thought 
that the proposed Increase could eas- 
ily he borne by the lumbermen, al- 
though the latter did not agree with 
the statement. 

To Oblige Timbermen 

It had been pointed out that the 
lumbermen bad been making contracts 
on a basis of a 60 cent loyalty and 
thai the immediate enforcement of the 
measure would Impose a real hardship 
on those engaged In the industry. He 
proposed, on that account, to Intro- 
duce an amendment when the bill 
came into committee providing that 
tho increase In royalty should not ap- 
ply until the first of January. 

After referring to the last clause 
briefly he expressed the hope that the 
bouse would favorably consider the 
bill, He moved Its second reading. 

Socialist Criticism 

Mr. Hawthornthwaito criticized tho 
bill, finding fault with the last clause, 
which follows: 

"Any holder of a timber leasehold 
or of a special timber license who may 
desire to secure a right of way across 
any lands for the purpose of con- 
structing chutes, flumes, roads or 
other works, for use in getting out 
timber from the limit covered by his 
lease or license, shall give thirty days 
notice of his intention to apply to the 
chief commissioner of lands and works 
for authority to construct such chutes, 
flumes, roads or other works, by an 
advertisement published one month 
in tho British Columbia Gazette and 
in a newspaper published or circulated 
In tlie district in which the land is 
situated. The applicant shall also 
give thirty days' notice to the owner 
of the land over, through or upon 
which such chutes, flumes, roads or 
other works are to be constructed. The 
chief commissioner is -hereby empow- 
ered to grant or refuse such applica- 
tion upon such terms and conditions 
as tlie circumstances may warrant. 
The applicant shall be granted only n 
I right of way forty feet wide, and all 
works shall be confined to said area, 
I and the title obtained by the applicant 
I shall only be an easement. Such 
chutes, flumes, roads or other works 
shall not be locnted or constructed 
on any lands on which buildings have 
been erected or which may be in use 
as gardens or orchards. The benefits 
and burdens hereinbefore mentioned 
shall enure to tlie heirs, executors, ad- 
ministrators, successors and assigns of 
the persons affected." 

He claimed that this would give the 
timbermen too much power, enabling 
them to cut a right of wav through 
the best farm lands in British Colum- 
bia. 

Objected to Classification 

He objected also to the new classi- 
fication of lands, asserting that it 
would impose a hardship on those be- 
ing brought from the old country for 
the purpose of augmenting British 
Columbia's population. He affirmed 
that It would have the effect of huri- 
tng those coming here to take up 
kinds and would enable speculators to 
continue piling up fortunes by gamb- 
ling. 

Mr. Oliver's Opinion 

Mr. Oliver objected to the appended 
sections : 

"The pre-cmptor shall, within thirty 
days after the date of the certificate 
of record, enter Into occupation of the 
land so recorded, and if the applicant 
shall not have staked the land as re- 
quired by sectioa 7 of this act, or If 
the applicant to the declaration re- 
quired by the said section shall make 
any statement knowing it to bo false, 
or if the pre-emptor shall not enter 
Into occupation of tin; land within 
thirty days of the date of the certifi- 
cate of record, or if the pre-emptor 
shall at any time cease to occupy the 
lands save as are hereinafter provid- 
ed, die commissioner may, after notice 
in a summary way and upon being 
satisfied of any such fact, cancel the 
] record of tlie pre-emptor, and all im- 
provements and buildings made and 
i erected on the land shall thereupon 
bo absolutely forfeited to the crown, 
and the certificate of record given to 
such pre-emptor shall be deemed null 
and void to all intents and purposes 
whatsoever and shall be cancelled by 
the commissioner, and the land if not 
previously staked as hereinafter pro- 
vided, shall be ..pen for entry at noon 
ol the next day following such cancel- 
lation, or at Buch other time as the 
commissioner shall order: 

"Any person who has cause to be- 
lieve that a pre-emptor has failed to 
comply with any of the provisions of 
sections 7 and 13 may apply to the 
commissioner for the cancellation or 
the certificate of record given to such 
pre-emptor, and thereupon the corn- 
grant him leave to 
n any manner auth- 
3t pending the doter- 
ippllcatlon, and if the 
f record be cancelled, 
noon of the next 
llation, or within 
mmlssloner

Breach of Contract 

He argued thut the position of the 
lease holders who had taken them out 
previous to 1905, in relation to tho bill 
before the house, was mast Important, 
It had been stated by the chief com- 
missioner that the result would bo that 
the royalty on those holdings would be 
raised, while the fees would remain 
the same. He contended that such 
a proposal was a direct breach on tho 
part of British Columbia of the con 
tracts entered Into at that time with 
the lease holders. He claimed there- 
fore that it was a watter which 
should be accorded the most serious 
consideration of the house. 

Deba(:B Adjourned 

Mr. King moved the adjournment of 
the debate. 

Private Bills. 

"An act to incorporate the Cold- 
stream Telephone company" was con- 
sidered in committee, Mr. Hayward 
occupying the chair. 

In the absence of Mr. McPhllllps an 
amendment was submitted by Mr, 
Ross as follows: 

"To add after the word 'for,' In the 
second lino of section 8, the following 
words, 'and paid up in full in cash.'" 

This was defeated. 

Mr. Ross then Introduced an amend 
ment as follows: 

To add a sub-section (I) to section 
7 the following: 

"(•1). Whenever In case of fire It bo 
conies necessary for Its extinction or 
tho preservation of property that the 
poles or wires should be cut, the cut- 
ting tinder such circumstances of the 
poles or any of the wires of the com- 
pany under the direction of the chief 
engineer or other officer in charge of 
the fire brigade shall not entitle the 
companw to demand or to claim com- 
pensation for any damage thereby In- 
curred." 

This passed. 

Another amendment submitted by 
Mr. Ross Is as follows: 

To strike out sub-section (2), sec- 
tion 7, and to Insert the following In 
lieu thereof: 

"(2). In any municipality such pow- 
ers shall be exercised only with the 
consent of the council by bylaw or 
resolution, which bylaw or resolution 
shall contain such conditions and 
terms respecting the exercise of such 
powers as to the council shall seem 
proper." 

Mr. Ellison protested against the 
proposed change, contending that It 
would Impose a hardship on the com- 
pany. 

Mr. Ross argued that the object of 
Mr. McPhilllps was to provide that 
work which the company might un- 
dertake would be conducted under the 
supervision of the municipal authori- 
ties. 

Mr. Macdonald did not favor the 
proposed amendment. lie said that 
it would result in giving the British 
Columbia Telephone company an un- 
fair advantage over a possible com- 
petitor. He thought the principle of 
the proposed amendments were cor- 
rect, but when there were other com- 
panies with full power the rights of 
competition should not be limited. 

This proposal wtis defeated. 

On motion the committee rose, re- 
ported progress and asked leavo to sit' 
again. 

The house adjourned until 2 o'clock 
this afternoon.

He affirmed that he 
had noted that the system of pre- 
emption as at present was not inter- 
fered with. In regard to tho increase 
In price contemplated, the move met 
with his approval. In fact he would 
be willing to endorse taking some lands 



AVord has been received from tho 
north to the effect that the search 
which is being carried on by the pro- 
vincial police at Hazloton for Simon 
Gun-ah-Moot, the Indian who Is want- 
ed on a charge of having killed Max 
LeClalre, the Kamloops half-breed, 
last year, is stlllunavalllng. 

The police were led to believe last 
fall that Simon, who Is accompanied 
by bis father-in-law, Peter Iiye Mad- 
am, and his wife and family, had tak- 
en to the Hear Lake district, and into 
that district went Assistant Chief Con- 
stable Wllkie, of New Westminster, 
who is conducting the chase against 
Simon. Until the snows of winter 
drove them back Into Hazleton, he 
and his party searched for Simon nnd 
Peter, but with poor success. Som 
time ago rumors came to tho ears of 
the constables to the effect that Simon 
and Peter were still In the neighbor- 
hood, and later It was .stated that 
l hey, with all their party, had met 
their deaths from cold and exposure 
during the severe snap which occur- 
red in tlie neighborhood somo time af- 
ter Christmas. 

On tlie strength of this rumor an 
offer of a reward of $250 each for tho 
dead bodies of Simon and Peter was 
made, the distinct understanding be- 
ing, however, that tho men If found 
alive, were not to lie killed. In order 
to make It more desirable for the 
searchers to take the men nllve than 
dead a reward of $500 each has been 
offered for their delivery, alive. Into 
the hands of the provincial police. 

Spurred by these offers several par- 
ties of the Indians of the neighbor- 
hood have gone out to search for the 
fugitives, but so far without success. 
Messages have been sent out by tho 
police advising the men to come in and 
give themselves up, and stating that 
they will both stand a much better 
chance at the trial if they give no fur- 
ther trouble. 

It is hoped that these warnings may 
have effect, and that the men. if alive, 
may give up. If dead the discovery 
of their bodies sooner or later is til- 
most Inevitable. 

Advices are to the effect that the 
weather remains very cold and that 
there Is between four und five feet of 
snow on tho ground. This renders 
snowshoelng excellent and mnkes trav- 
eling better than at any other senson 
of the year. Under these favorable 
conditions several parties of Indians 
are scouring tho woods and It Is hoped 
that some trace of the fugitives may 
soon be discovered.

note that properties, which were lying 
Idle two years since, are now being op- 
erated, that others are about to be op- 
erated, and that this condition of af- 
fairs applied generally to the mining 
section of the Interior. His observa- 
tions convinced him that the mining 
Industry was growing in the Koote- 
nay.s and Yale, and that it was on a 
sound and stable basis. Another 
feature of the growth that very favor- 
ably impressed him was the way in 
which the larger companies were ac- 
quiring adjoining nnd other properties 
and operating them. They were fully 
conversant with the value of these 
properties or they would not buy them 
at good ligures, as they are doing. This 
method of growth from the inside, so 
to speak, was one of the most encour- 
aging signs that he had noted during 
his tour. It was growth of the sub- 
stantial sort and would lead to invest- 
ment, he felt certain, of outside min- 
ing capital. 

While the Interior is leading in min- 
ing, the coast is following In its foot- 
steps and Is developing at the Britan- 
nia and Mount Sicker and elsewhere 
somo valuable mines, which promise to 
be second In point of production to 
the great mines of the interior. 

Mr. Ayres before coming to this 
province traveled through Colorado, 
Utah, Nevada and other mining sec- 
tions of the United States, and is 
therefore well informed on mining 
conditions, and in concluding his re- 
marks he stated that he was certain 
that the province of British Columbia, 
aad particularly the Kootenays ami 
Yale, would make a record In the way 
of yield that will compare favorably 
with the best of the several mining re- 
gions of the United Stales.

BETTER TERMS ' 

I The Montreal Herald, which is per- 
haps the most representative of the 
Eastern Liberal papers, thinks that 
the course adopted by tho provincial 
government In deciding to press the 
claim of British Columbia for better 
terms than the provincial premiers 
assembled at Ottawa were willing to 
give, is unpatriotic. This is a word 
that is very easily applied to anything 
with which one does not agree, but 
usually signifies that the person using 
it has run short of substantial argu- 
ments. The principle contended for 
by this province has been conceded, 
so that it can no longer be contended 
that British Columbia has made an 
unpatriotic demand. The only thing 
at Issue Is the amount which ought 
to be given to the province. What 
has been offered is not adequate In 
the opinion of every person in British 
Columbia; nnd we confess to being 
unable to see how the Herald can 
claim that an unwillingness to accept 
an inadequate amount can be called 
unpatriotic. There is quite as good 
ground for charging the premiers of 
the other provinces with lack of pa- 
triotism because of their failure to do 
a sister province full justice. 

The most interesting part of the 
Herald's article is Its acceptance of 
Mr. Macdonald's attitude as one of 
hostility to the contention of the pro- 
vincial government that tho province 
ought to receive more liberal treat- 
ment. We pointed out at the time 
that Mr. Macdonald was putting him- 
self and his supporters in a position 
to have their conduct so represented. 
We \yent further and asked them to 
take occasion to correct their over- 
sight. Mr. Macdonald will now see 
that we gave him goojl advice. The 
most difficult objection which will 
confront Mr. MoBrb'e, when he pre- 
sents our case in London, will be that 
arising from the fact that he has not, 
upon the face of the public records, 
the united volco of the legislature with 
him. Whether or not Mr. Macdonald 
and his supporters are in this posi- 
tion through accident or design is 
something upon which we shall not 
at present express any opinion. 



A SCENT FOR CARRION 

The Montreal Star day after day 
continues to harp upon the Fowler 
charges. It seems deeply disappointed 
because tho public has not been re- 
galed with a perfect feast of nastiness. 
For some time it belabored Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier for refusing to consent 
to the appointment of a smelling com- 
mittee, with a keen nose for carrion, 
Which would devote itself for an un- 
limited period to seeing how many 
Immoral men there are in Parliament. 
Sir Wilfrid having gone away to Lon- 
don, it now turns its batteries upon 
Mr. Bordon, who, it insinuates, has 
been grossly remiss in his duty. A 
few weeks ago it was given out that 
in the opinion of the Star it was time 
that Mr. Borden got down and out 
of the Conservative leadership in 
favor of some one more congenial 
to that paper. Tho Montreal evening 
dally is a great newsgathercr, and the 
most yellow of all the Canadian papers. 
It is a very prosperous concern, and 
would be still more so, if it could man- 
age to secure an investigation into the 
private lives of members of parliament 
Wo suppose that among the members 
of the House of Commons there are 
some, whoso practices arc; not always 
in accord with the principles ol mor- 
ality, and wc assume that this is true 
of any large representative body, that 
over was got together, and will con- 
tinue to bo true of all such bodies in 
tho future. Doubtless there are thou- 
sands of people in Canada, who would 
read with avidity any evidence brought 
out before a committee of parliament 
showing that some one in public life 
has been misbehaving himself. But 
what good would this sort of thing 
do? The insinuations made by Mr. 
Fowler were Inexcusable, no matter 
what tho facts of the case may have 
been, but they have served a good pur- 
pose. They have given rise to an ex- 
pression of public opinion, which is of 
great value. Its value would not be 
onJ.ianced by a lot of unsavory disclos- 
ures. The Star says in effect that an 
arrangement lias been entered into 
whereby Mr. Kmmerson shall be sac- 
rificed to tho cause of decency and 
that there the matter shall end. It 
asserts that neither Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier nor Mr. Bordon tire parties to tho 
arrangement, but it goes on to attack 
Mr. Borden for tacitly assenting to It. 
To us tho course of that paper looks 
like an attempt to gain control of a 
great political party by assuming a 
virtuo greater than that possessed by 
any one else.

IS IT A PLOT? 

About twenty years ago— perhaps a 
little less— an effort was made in the 
United States to start an active an- 
nexationist propaganda in Canada. It 
was to originate ostensibly In Canada, 
Where a , number of newspapers were 
to be. handsomely subsidized to begin 
an agitationffor such a political change 



In tho condition of Canada. A num- 
ber of well known newspaper writers 
were asked If they would engage in 
tho work, and wero promised very sub- 
stantial pay for so doing. In nearly 
every case tho offer was declined, 
although a few writers contributed 
articles to the United States press 
favoring tho entrance of Canada into 
tho Union. This must not be con- 
founded with tho "Commercial Union" 
campaign of which the late Erastus 
Wiman was the chief exponent, and 
which Governor Russell of Massachu- 
setts believed could be mado a suc- 
cess. The latter died before he was 
able to accomplish much in the way 
of active work in that line. Theso 
things aro recalled by certain tele- 
grams which are being sent across 
the Atlantic to papers in tho United 
States and are forwarded to certain 
Canadian newspapers. In these tele- 
grams the attempt ,1s made to create 
tho impression that the British gov- 
ernment is absolutely indifferent to 
tho future of Canada, and false con- 
structions aro put upon the utterances 
of Canadian public men, in order to 
make it appear that In this country 
tho idea of connection with the United 
Kingdom lias lost much of its force. 

It seems impossible to escape one 
of two conclusions from this sort of 
thing. One of them Is that tho Im- 
perial idea is being exploited by a 
section of the English Conservatives 
for purely partizan purposes; the oth- 
er Is that a systematic effort is being 
made to make a breach in the rela- 
tions between this country and the 
United Kingdom. The most unfortun- 
ate aspect of the case is that these al- 
leged expositions of British and Can- 
adian feeling are taken seriously by 
a great many people on both sides of 
the Atlantic. There is of course an 
explanation of the matter which does 
not imply any deep laid scheme, and 
it is that In the competition between 
newspapers in England and the Unit- 
ed States a spirit of sensationalism 
has been developed, and this wo would 
unhesitatingly accept as the true ex- 
planation, if it were not that misrepre- 
sentation has v 'cen so long continued 
that Its sensational features no lon- 
ger have any existence. It looks like 
a plot, in which some Canadian and 
British newspapers are unconsciously 
doing the work of tho enemies of the 
Empire. 



A POLITICAL PROBLEM 

The Toronto Telegram, which alms 
to be independent in politics discusses 
the future of the Conservative Party, 
and incidentally the future of politics 
In Canada generally. The Toronto pa- 
per is convinced that the federal elec- 
tions will be brought on next year, 
and says that Conservatives as well 
as Liberals have received instructions 
from Ottawa to get ready. It then 
analyzes the constitution of the pres- 
ent House and sets out what it esti- 
mates the Conservatives will have to 
do, if they expect to win next year. In 
the existing House of Commons there 
are 214 members, of whom . 139 arc 
Liberals and 75 Conservatives, thus 
giving a Liberal majority of 64. At 
the next election the representation of 
Saskatchewan and .Alberta will bo in- 
creased from 10 to 17, so that the next 
House will consist of 221 members. To 
elect a Speaker 112 votes will bo nec- 
essary, that is to say the Conserva- 
tives will have to elect 37 more mem- 
bers than they did at the last general 
election; but to be able to carry on the 
government they will need to elect at 
least 120 members, or to make a gain 
of 45. The way the Dominion may be 
divided up for the sake of convenience 
In estimating chances is as follows: 
The West, including Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan, Alberta, British Columbia 
and the Yukon will have 35 members. 
In the West the Conservatives now 
have li scats. Ontario has S members; 
in the present House; the Conserva- 
tives have 48 seats from Ontario and 
the Liberals 38. Quebec has 65 mem- 
bers; in that province the Conserva- 
tives now hold 12 seats and the Lib- 
erals 53. From the Maritime Prov- 
inces there are 35 members; the Con- 
servatives now have 9 scats in this 
part of the Dominion and the Lib- 
erals 26. The Telegram estimates that 
the Conservatives to be successful at 
the next election must earn 30 scats 
in tile West, 50 in Ontario, 25 in Que- 
bec and 15 in the .Maritime Provinces. 
It does not appear to think this pos- 
sible. 

All forecasts of this nature .ire of 
very little use. The Telegram thinks 
that the Conservatives may carry 3 
seals in British Columbia, but present 
indications are distinctly favorable to 
their carrying the whole 7. It seems 
very doubtful as to the possibility of 
a Conservative sweep in Central Can- 
ada, but there Is every prospect of 
large Conservative gains there. It 
ventures no guess as to the prospects 
for Opposition gains in tho other prov- 
inces. If rightly enough says that the 
problem before Mr. Borden, which may 
be summed up in the words: How to 
carry 120 seats in the next House of 
Commons, is one that will call for the 
best of management. 

More interesting than the Toronto 
paper's speculations as to the next 
election aro its expectations as to" tho 
make-up of the House of Commons 
that will be elected at the ilrst elec- 
tion after the next census. It looks 
for 50 members from Manitoba; Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta, and although 
it does not mention the probability of 
an lncreaso in tills province, we think 
we may safely count upon a repre- 
sentation of 10 from British Columbia 
and theto witii 1 from the Yukon will 
probably give fil members from that 
part of Canada, which lies West of the 
Great Lakes, with a reasonable pros- 
pect that tho number may equal that 
of the representation of Quebec, which 
is 05. In 1020 the Telegram estimates 
that the three prairie provinces will

have 100 members. By that time Brit- 
ish Columbia and tho Yukon will prob- 
ably have 20. The balance of politi- 
cal power is certainly movin ,- west- 
ward. 

THE POINT OF VIEW 

Mr. Arthur Edgar Cox writes us a 
second letter. The Colonist has a very 
kindly feeling for a man "who daily 
presides at a table attended by a fam- 
ily of ten, all Canadians," and if lie 
happens to get unnecessarily angry at 
times Its extends to him its hearty 
sympathy. The fact may have no 
particular bearing upon the subject 
matter of his letter, but it does influ- 
ence us very much in replying to 
what he says, because we would like 
those ten young Canadians to get a 
little better appreciation of what wo 
have been endeavoring to point out In 
regard to the sentiment of Canadians 
towards the United Kingdom than it 
would be possible for tho head of the 
household to acquire, even In 25 
years in the Canadian Northwest. Tho 
Colonist has no quarrel with Mr. Cox 
or any gentleman, who takes his point 
of view, but it would be greatly pleas- 
ed if it could help him, and thou- 
sands of others, whose Interest in things 
Canadian is of comparatively recent 
growth, to understand how Canadians, 
whoso ancestors havo been In America 
for ten times twenty-five years, regard 
tho Mother Country. And let us say 
at the outset that no Canadian as- 
sumes anything in tho nature of "in- 
tellectual or political superiority" to- 
ward a native of the United Kingdom. 
What Mr. Cox mistakes for this Is 
simply the point of view from which 
most Canadians look upon Imperial 
questions. And wo say again that 
until this divergence in the view point 
Is better understood by Englishmen In 
Canada and England, there will al- 
ways be more or less difficulty in 
reaching a basis of common action in 
regard to the solidification of the Em- 
pire. 

Let us, for the sake of showing our 
correspondent and others what we 
mean, sketch a certain Canadian fam- 
ily history. The ancestors on the 
maternal side left England upwards 
of two hundred years ago. They 
fought on the side of the British 
against the French in that long series 
of wars which came well nigh de- 
stroying the settlements of both na- 
tions on their continent. When the 
Thirteen Colonics rebelled against the 
Mother Land, they took the sode of 
their king and spent their blood and 
substance in defence of the flag. At 
the close of the war, they abandoned 
all that remained to them and sought 
homes in that part of the continent, 
over which Britain still held sov- 
ereignty. The ancestors on the pater- 
nal side came to America from Eng- 
land more than a hundred and fifty 
years ago, and, when the colonies re- 
belled, also took part with their king, 
and at the close of the war abandoned 
what was left of their possessions for 
a homo under the British flag. When 
in 1812 the United Kingdom and the 
United States were at war, both the 
maternal and paternal ancestors serv- 
ed their king in the field, and later 
when danger has threatened, members 
of this same family have always 
placed their lives at the disposal of 
their sovereign. Tills is a brief out- 
line of the history of one of hundreds 
of families with a similar record. Now 
we ask our correspondent If he thinks 
it possible that any man, after a life 
of twenty-five years in Canada, can 
possibly look upon things Canadian 
as the representatives of such families 
do. Ah well expect one of these people 
to get in touch with the sentiments 
of the people of England after a resi- 
dence there of a few years. 

Our correspondent begs the ques- 
tion when he refers to the spirit 
which animated Wolfe and his gallant 
soldiers. He refuses to recognize the 
Canadian sentiment as expressed by 
this paper in an article on the Colonial 
Conference. We have published sev- 
eral such articles, but assume that 
tlie one to which we refer is that which 
contains a reference to Australia, for 
he speaks of "the deadly and unneces- 
sary Insult to our loyal and gallant 
follow subjects in Australia," and tills 
was published en the 7th hist, and 
contained extracts from the speeches 
of Johnston and Howe. We are 
sorry that the head of a household of 
"ten Canadians" refuses to • recognize 
the sentiments expressed by these 
great Canadians; but before saying 
anything further, we will point out 
what he says Is a deadly and unneces- 
sary Insult to tho people of Australia. 
What we said was that Australians 
might take a different view of tho con- 
nection between Imperial matters and 
party politics In England from what 
Canadians do. We did not say that they 
did so, but stated specifically that wo 
did not know. Tho gravamen of our 
offence in our correspondent's eyes is 
our failure to concede that unless wc 
can get the people of tho United 
Kingdom to tax themselves on our be- 
half tho Empire must go to pieces. 
Will lie kindly loll his household that, 
there is no fear of anything of that 
kind. The feeling of Canadian's born 
and bred towards the Mother Country 
Is founded upon no such paltry basis 
as can be established from time (o 
time by changes In tho customs tariff. 
It is based upon something far deeper 
and nobler than this. It Is based upon 
a common ancestry, upon a common 
language, upon a common law, upon a 
common fltig, upun common traditions, 



upon common sacrifices, upon a belief 
that all parts of the Empire havo a 
future in common. It has come down 
to' Canadians from generation to gen- 
eration. Britain's king Is as much a 
Canadian's sovereign as ho is of tho 
man born and brought up In, say, 
Yorkshire. Canadians would bo one 
with tho Mother Country In all essen- 
tial things, and tho majority of them 
do not regard the tariff as at all essen- 
tial. Our loyalty Is not based upon 
trade. Perhaps our correspondent 
may refuse to accept this Idea, but by 
and bye his children will. 

AVe must correct him on one point. 
The Colonist never assumed that 
"Canada Is composed almost exclusive- 
ly of the men whoso ancestors left 
England from one to two centuries 
ago." This Is so palpably absurd that 
no one could make such a contention. 
A very large part of the Canadian 
population is descended from people 
who never lived in England at any 
time. But what we do hold is thls< 
that the dominant note in public opin- 
ion among English-speaking Canadi- 
ans has been and is now Inspired by 
the traditions of the United Empire 
Loyalists, who were the greatest of 
Empire-builders who have ever lived 
under the British flag, 



Tho Vancouver World continues to 
discuss the alleged Indian title to all 
the land in British Columbia except 
such small portion thereof as may bo 
described In certain agreements made 
with the Indians. Our contemporary 
Is always interesting, especially when 
it is digging things out of the half- 
forgotten past, but its disposition 
towards romance is too prominent in 
its articles to make them of any great 
valuo as contributions towards the 
legal aspect of a case. 



The London papers in their obser- 
vation upon the Colonial ...Conference 
seems to run away with tho idea that 
Its principal object is to coerce the 
United KingcJ un into adopting protec- 
tion against the world with a prefer- 
ence In favor of the Colonies. Such 
is certainly not the Idea entertained 
in Canada, where the very great ma- 
jority of people would strenuously op- 
pose any alter! )t of this nature. They 
would we!cor>>-„ a preference in British 
man*, its, but they would refuse to 
sanction anything that could be con- 
strued Into coercion. If Britain de- 
cides to give us no preference, there 
will be no talk of separation among 
true Canadians.

The' department of the Attorney 
General is responsible, to the govern- 
ment and to the country for the ad- 
ministration of all legal mutters per- 
taining to the .superior courts, nod for 
the execution of the affairs of jus- 
tice generally. It is the duty of the 
Attorney-General to supervise all 
criminal prosecutions which he does 
personally, by hia deputy or by ap- 
pointment of some qualified practition- 
er at tire bar. The enviable' reputa- 
tion achieved by the province of 
British Columbia for even handed jus- 
tice In criminal matters is In his 
hands and during the term of thd 
present occupant of the otiice as well 
as before the high standard has been 
faultlessly maintained. In tills impor- 
tant work tho hands of the Minister 
have been held up by tho judiciary of 
tho country and the province is us 
law abiding and its people have the 
same characteristic respect for tho 
laws of the lanu" as it notable in all 
British territory. Beside the supervi- 
sion of the courts the duties of tho of- 
flce Involve advising the government 
on all legal matters and the criticism 
Of all drafts of bills proposed to be 
submitted by the government that all 
legal technicalities may be correctly 
observed.

Hon. F. J. Fulton.

His 
views upon political subjects In gen- 
eral may be readily surmised by his 
complete harmony with the polioj of 
the government at'-present administer- 
ing the affairs of the province. 

Third Member for Victoria 

Mr. H. W, F. Behnsen is a native of 
Hanover, Germany and speaks with a 
striking German accent which is re- 
freshing to those whose ancestry or 
extraction is German. He 
for more than a quarter of a century 
a resident of the province and delights 
to speak of tlie material advancement 
which he has observed during that 
time.

Lead" in California as an Illustration 
of the fortunes in deep gravel mining 
and declares his unequivocal convic- 
tion that a similar process if carried 
out in Cariboo would enrich tho prov- 
ince enormously and afford fortunes to 
tho operators. What, in his opinion is 
required, Is. a thorough survey and ex- 
ploration of the upper country by some 
one familiar with deep gravel placer 
processes as thai particular method of 
recovering gold cannot be successfully 
initiated by a novice. Inasmuch as the 
exploration of these latent resources 
Is beyond the means of private In- 
dividuals Mr. Thomson does not hesi- 
tate to say that in due time t he gov- 
ernment should make provisions, for a 
series of expert reports and believes 
with confidence that the results will 
justify the expense. Mr. Thomson has 
the greatest faith in the future of the 
province as a whole and believing in 
the country he naturally seized the 
lirst opportunity open to every citizen 
to join his forces and energies^ with 
the government and lend his assistance 
and support In their efforts to extend 
public works and develop resources. Ho 
puts emphasis on the necessity of good 
trunk roads and thinks that the time 
has come when the province must face 
the obligation to considerably extend 
these. The importance of railway 
transportation is not overlooked by the 
Victoria member but ho is opposed to 
subsidies or land grants for trunk rail- 
roads ami thlnjcs we have passed tho 
stage when such concessions were nec- 
essary. 

Simultaneously with the extension 
of trunk roads Mr. Thomson thinks 
the government should survey and re- 
port upon new sections of the coun- 
try, their adaptability for agricultural 
pursuits, mineral development or oth- 
er Inducements for settlement. While 
this cannot all bo done at once an 
early beginning should be made to 
provide technical information as to the 
resources of British Columbia as by 
this means the most desirable classes 
of settlers from among all occupations 
will be attracted. The present is tho 
first legislative honor carried by Mr. 
Thomson.

He again entered 
enthusiastically into the tight against 
the triumph of the Martin combina- 
tion in 1900 and was re-elected, with 
every expression of the confidence of 
the people, and he became a supporter 
of the Dunsmulr administration. 

Mr. MePhillips is 11 strong party man 
and a firm believer In party govern- 
ment and he maintains thai united 
action by a political party Is the sur- 
est guarantee of stable conditions and 
aggressive measures. In his opinion 
responsible government Is more eas- 
ily and satisfactorily maintained under 
tlio party system and having these 
convictions he does not stultify his 
loyalty to his party. In the house Mr. 
MePhillips is a ready and forcible 
speaker. His voice rises to a pitch 
often far beyond tho necessities of the 
debute or the importance of the sub- 
ject matter under discussion. As he 
makes few gestures perhaps tin- tone 
in which lie speaks Is the best tribute 
to bis earnestness. He has little pa- 
tience with tho obstructive tactics of 
the opposition and his sarcastic refar- 
ences to the Socialist members aro of- 
ten a source of amusement to the house 
He speaks for the most part direct- 
ly to' the question and rarely resorts 
to the special pleading which is so 
often the recourse of parliamentary 
debaters. The Islands will have, a 
faithful and zealous champion of their 
rights in the present member.

LUBH OBJECT 
TO ROYALTY INCREASE 

Urge Government to Suspend 
Legislation and Investigate 
the Conditions 



Representative lumbermen from all 
parts of the province interviewed the 
government yesterday regarding the 
proposed increase in timber royalties 
from 50 to 75 cents per 1,000 feet. They 
urged the cxeoulivo council to allow 
tho bill amending the Land act, which 
is now before the house, to stand over 
until next year. In the meantime 
they suggested that a committee 
might be appointed to investigate and, 
on the data which they would be able 
to obtain relating to the situation of 
tlie industry as it affects British Col- 
umbia, submit a report to tlie admin- 
istration on which the latter would be 
able to base a measure outlining gen- 
eral timber regulations which would 
be satisfactory to all concerned. 

In opposing tho contemplated In- 
crease in taxation at present the 
spokesmen of tlie deputation took the 
ground that the prevailing conditions 
were such that the augmentation of 
tlie burden on those engaged In the 
Industry would seriously hamper them. 
Me laid special stress on the assertion 
that it was impossible to depend on 
being able to ship all tlie lumber 
which the plants and the raw material 
available would permit them to turn 
out In tlie course of the usual season. 
This was due to tlie shortage of ears 
at the disposal or the transcontinental 
railways. They had been informed 
that not half the rolling stock which 
had been asked for would bo available 
tliis year. Therefore the question of 
omtalning adequate transportation fa- 
cilities was serious. 

They were of the opinion also that 
if the government was determined to 
pass the bill now before the house 
the tlmbermen should be assured 
greater security in the licenses i«sued 
them. These, under tlie present regu- 
lations, are renewable annually. They 
thought that if it was Insisted that 
the royalties should be Increased as 
proposed they, at least, should be 
given some guarantee that they would 
be allowed to hold limits for a longer 
period than specified. 

The members of the government 
listened to the representations with 
tlie utmost courtesy and promised that 
the whole matter would be considered 
in executive this morning and that a 
reply would be given them pome time 
during the day.

There will be no Wednesday half 
holiday for the clerks in the retail 
store of Vancouver during the Bummer 
months this year. 

The retail merchants of the city, at 
a meeting held in the Board of Trade 
rooms, arrived at this conclusion, but 
not in any spirit of animosity toward 
their clerks for having Inaugurated a 
movement for the half holiday In ques- 
tion, says the Province. Rather was it 
the opinion of the meeting that some 
concessions hould be maae to the 
clerks, and this feeling was so preva- 
lent that It resulted In a move of great 
importance to the public, and of bene- 
fit to the salespeople employed by the 
many retail stores of the city. 

What the meeting did was to pass- a 
resolution that all retail stores shall 
close throughout the year at »! p.m. 
on Mondays. Tuesdays, Wednesdays, 
Thursdays and Fridays, and at 1) p.m. 
on Saturdays, or on days immediately 
preceding- holidays, while during the 
week preceding Christmas, merchants 
may exercise their own discretion as 
to the hours of closing. According to 
Mr. Charles Woodward, these regula- 
tions become effective on May 1. Tiw 
resolution carried unanimously. 

An attempt "'ill bo made to have the 
city council pass a bylaw which will 
make the hours of closing mentioned 
law in the city of Vancouver. To a 
suggestion tha» 'his be done, came the 
declaration that a previous attempt in 
that direction had met with failure, 
for the reason that it was found that 
the bylaw would not hold water, de- 
spite the fact that the provincial legis- 
lature had amended the charter of the 
city so that the city council had power 
to pass such a bylaw. .However, noth- 
ing daunted by th e knocking out of a 
bylaw of this nature, another attempt 
will be made to have a bylaw framed 
which will stand the test of the courts. 

A commute consisting or Messrs. 
Charles 'Woodward, K'C. Kllby, Q. S. 
Wood, H. A. Edgett and V» r . E. Flumer 
felt was appointed to deal with this 
bylaw question, and also to advertise 
to tiie public the fact' that tills/ early 
closing plan will go into effect on 
May 1. 

HON. MR. SIFTON INTERVIEWED 

Western Canada Is All Right and Will 
Make Steady Progress 

(Morning Post.) 
There Is scarcely any public man in 
Canada lias who been called upon to 
play a more practically Important part 
in 'regard to the development of that 
great country than the Hon. Clifford 
Sifton, K. C, who until lately was 
minister of the Interior in the Laurler 
cabinet, and who is now paying a 
somewhat extended visit to London, 
hike so many other men who 1111 lead- 
ing parts In tho public life of t ho col- 
onies, ho is of Irish descent. When a 
Morning Post representative met him 
the other day ho discussed , Canadian 
affairs .with some freedom. What he 
had to say may bo noted with tho re- 
spect due to one who. -more than any 
other contemporary Canadian politi- 
cian, has made the Northwest what it 
is today— perhaps the ' finest tract of 
all tin? wide realm of Britain, where 
prosperity is greatest and most widely 
diffused. Mr. Sifton, after graduating 
brilliantly in Manitoban politics, in 
which vigorous province lie speedily 
won hU way to high office, became a 
minister of the Dominion, and contin- 
ued one for eight years. He retired 
owing, as be himself says, to "a pro- 
nounced difference, of opinion" with 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier over the educa- 
tional clauses of the Northwest prov- 
inces bill. After his retirement a com- 
promise was arrived al which conced- 
ed most of that tor which lie contend- 
ed. At present he Is, as he says, "rest- 
ing a Utile after a long spell of hard 
work," but it is nol likely lhat a man 
of his parts and experience will long 
lie allowed to enjoy leisure. 

The Right Class of Settlers 
"I think tb.' Northwest is all right," 
Mr. Sifton said in reply lo a question. 
"We have got into the right swing of 
the immigration movement now. and 
the right class of settlers is coming 
forward In greater number every year. 
I suppose our percentage of 'effectives' 
is as great as, It not greater than any 
Other country has ever had. Except 
for tiie children (who, of course, are 
by no menns 'non-effectives,') people 
who are coming to Canada are almost 
Wholly people in their prime, people 
who are ready to begin work the day 
after the trains set them down in I he 
districts In which they nre sottllng. It 
is a society quite unlike anything tli 
Old World has to show. Everybody Is 
working, even the well-to-do, men 
and women alike. Indeed, with us It 
would be counted rather more dis- 
creditable in a wealthy man to do 
nothing than it would in a poor man. 
I see some of the English papers seem 
somewhat anxious as to whether tho 
fanners from the United States who 
have .arrived in such large numbers 
will not start a pro-American nation- 
al movement there. You need not 
be In the least alarmed. They are not 
that sort of people. They an; very 
like most of tho Immigrants who come 
to the Northwest direct— people of the 
northorn stocks, Germans, Scandina- 
vians, British. They want, and they 
mean to have, good education for their 
children and taxes no heavier than Is 
absolutely necessary. They are prac- 
tical folk, and appreciate the fact that 
they got better value In Canada than 
anywhere else for what they pay In 
taxes, Such people are the last to 
think of making political trouble of 
tho kind referred to." 

Mr. Sifton had an upHlll battle to 
light in the earlier days of tho move- 
ment to tho Northwest owing to his 
decision to offer rco assisted passages 
to' immigrants. Many of hla advisers 
did not agree with tills, but ho held 



that the advantages of tho country 
were .such that all that was needed 
was to make them known to the right 
class of emigrant and tho latter would 
manage to got to the spot ' somehow. 
"Events," Mr. Sifton said, "have amply 
justified that policy. We are sotting 
up a nation of workers. Tho Idle, the 
shiftless, tho vicious may conceivably 
come among us, but they will not re- 
main; they will drift south to tho 
kinder climates.'' 

Speaking of emigration agencies, 
Mr. Sifton said that ho regarded the 
Salvation Army as an excellent organ- 
ization. "As a rule they escape fail- 
ures. Tholr work gives thorn tho 
knowledge of human nature which is 
necessary; they ure quick to detect 
impostures or triflers, arid they gener- 
ally know just how much a. fanilly can 
do In providing Us own expenses.' 
A New Chapter 

In tho course of further discussion, 
Mr. Sifton made tho interesting state 
ment that the time was approaching 
when an entirely new chapter in tho 
development of Canada would bo open- 
ed. "This," ho said, "will call for the 
presence of a class of British people 
ftulte different from that which has 
mainly supplied those who have gone 
across hitherto'. It will also be i 
companled by the introduction of cap- 
ital to develop Canadian enterprises. 
But you must not expect to see mat- 
ters hurried. Canada is a northern 
country, you know, and we develop 
slowly but surely," he added, with a 
smile. In reply to the question wheth- 
er as time went on the prospects of 
tho farmers of the Northwest would 
be endangered by the Canadian Pacific 
railway taking action In putting up 
freights to the highest possible point, 
such as railway companies had taken 
In parts of America— in California, for 
Instance — or whether the Canadian 
Pacific railway's position as a seller 
of land forbade anything of this kind, 
he said: "As far as the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway's position as a seller of 
hind is concerned, there Is not much 
In that, because, vast as the com- 
pany's estate is, or was, the time Is 
not remote, speaking relatively, when 
It will have no more land to offer. But 
there is no (ear of our farmers be- 
ing, to put It bluntly, under the thumb 
of the railways. There will bo three 
Important railway systems to doal 
with, the Canadian Pacilic, the Can- 
adian Northern, and tho Grand Trunk 
Pacific. Their rates tire governed by 
a railway commission of a most ef- 
fective and satisfactory character. 
There seems to be no ground what- 
ever for apprehending any Interfer- 
ence In that quarter with the, prosper- 
ity of the farmers." f

PENITENTIARY TERM 



Jimmy Bates Given Two Year 
Sentence— Harry Atkinson 
Goes to Reformatory 



The criminal career of Jimmy Bates 
and Harry Atkinson, Mio youthful 
thieves from Magistrate Morphy as a 
charge of breaking into Schroeder'a 
grocery store at 179 Douglas street 
was given a severe check yesterday 
worning when the duo faced Magis- 
trate Morphy in tho police court. A 
conviction was registered against them 
not only on this charge', but also on 
each of two other counts, and heavy 
sentences were imposed on both boys. 
Bates, who has already served a term 
in tho reformatory, and is well known 
to the police, was given two years In 
the penitentiary, while Atkinson, who 
apparently had been led into crime by 
his companion, was allotted a similar 
term in the reformatory. 

The three thefts for which the lads 
were convicted occurred within a 
week, the first the ransacking of 
Sear's paint shop and the abstraction 
of $7.I>0 worth of gold leaf on April 5, 
and the last tho looting of the Schroe- 
der grocery on April 10. The boys 
secured about $75 worth of groceries, 
candies, pipes and canned goods from 
this latter place. Between those two 
robberies they visited the headquar- 
ters of the 11. I'. Messenger Service 
and got away with all the available 
currency, amounting to $37. no. Con- 
victions were recorded in each In- 
tance and on two charges tho sen- 
tences were imposed, the terms to run 
concurrently. Sentence was suspend- 
ed on the Sear's conviction. 

Hates was sent to the reformatory 
for two years in Novembi r, 11)05, but 
managed to secure his release. Since 
I hen he has been more or less under 
the notice of the police. His father 
was at the trial and made a strong 
plea for his son. but the magistrate 
considered the boy beyond parental 
control, Atkinson, Dates' companion 
In crime, has never been In trouble be- 
fore and the magistrate considered 
that Hates' influence was primarily 
responsible for his swerving from rec- 
titude.

ON ALCOHOL CONTROVERSY 

Tho Manifesto of English Physicians 
Arouses Stormy Opposition 

London, April G. — That remarkable 
manifesto in defence of alcohol pub- 
lished In the Lancet last week over the 
signatures of sixteen of the most dis- 
tinguished medical men In Great Brit- 
ain has aroused a controversy that 
grows more strenuous day by day. The 
substance of the manifesto lies in 
these two declarations: 

"Recognizing that In prescribing al- 
cohol the requirements of the indivi- 
dual must be the governing rule, wo 
are convinced of the correctness of the 
opinion so long generally held, that In 
disease alcohol Is a rapid and trust- 
worthy restorative, which In many 
cases may be truly described ns life- 
preserving', owing to Its power to sus- 
tain cardiac and nervous energy, while 
preventing the wasting of nitrogenous 
tissues, ***»**.. 

"As an article of diet we hold that 
tiie universal belief of civilized" man* 
kind that the moderate use of alco- 
holic beverages for adults la usually 
beneficial Is amply justified." 

Tho signers of tho manifesto ex- 
pressed tile belief that these opinions 
wore shared by tho leading clinical 
teachers and Ihe great majority of 
medical practitioners. Tiie teetotalers 
are- now endeavoring to show Hint this 
Is not true. They object tremendous- 
ly to th(> declaration that it Is the uni- 
versal belief of civilized mankind that 
the moderate drinker usually gots lood 
out of his tipple. They say the declar- 
ation is both untrue and cheeky. With- 
out doubt the controversy will receive 
considerable attention in America be- 
fore It Is quieted.

lee Our Next Ad, 
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Vintners' Association Gives No- 
tice to Council of Action 
in Supreme Court 



The fight is on between the city and 
the Licensed ViJiters' association. At 
the meeting of the city council held 
last evening a letter was received from 
Frank Higgins, representing the asso- 
ciation, enclosing notice to the effect 
that on Friday. April 26, he would take 
the liquor license bylaw before the 
supreme court .at its sitting in the city, 
and endeavor to get it quashed in 
whole or in part. 

Mr. Higgins on behalf of the 
Licensed Vintners' association takes 
objection to thirteen of the fourteen 
clauses of the bylaw, stating specific 
reasons for his objections in every case 
The fourteenth clause merely provides 
that this bylaw may he known as the 
Liquor License Regulation Bylaw 1907 
and Mr. Higgins probably did not con- 
sider it to be necessary to raise ob- 
jections to it. 

The notice served by Mr. Higgins on 
the city is as follows: 
To the Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria. 

Gentlemen — I hereby give notice 
pursuant to section 90 of the "Munici- 
pal Clauses Act," th'at I intend to ap- 
ply to a judge of the supreme court 
of British Columbia, sitting at the law 
courts, Bastion street, Victoria, B. C. 
on the 26th clay of April instant at 
10:30 o'clock in the forenoon, or so 
soon thereafter as counsel can bo 
heard, for a rule to show cause why 
bylaw No. 503, passed by the munici- 
pal council of the corporation of the 
city of Victoria on the 2nd day of April 
1907 intitled "A Bylaw for the Reg- 
ulation of Licensed Premises and of 
applications for Liquor Licenses and 
their issue," should not be quashed, 
In whole or in ;iart, with costs, on the 
following grounds: 

1. That the first clause of the bylaw 
making licenses issued by the city 
treasurer to be held subject to the reg- 
ulations contained in the bylaw is bad 
as one or more of such regulations are 
beyond the power of the municipal 
council of the city of Victoria to enact. 

2. Tlie second clause of the bylaw is 
ambiguous, Indefinite, unreasonable, 
oppressive and bad, Inasmuch, as such 



clause is made to apply to premises 
which cannot be controlled by a by- 
law of the said municipal council. 

3. The third clause of the bylaw is 
bad, as it is made to affect a licensee 
who breaks any of the regulations 
contained in the bylaw, one or more of 
such regulations being beyond the 
power of the said municipal council 
to enact. The .clause is also illegal 
as it in effect compels the city treas- 
urer to carry out any 1 order of the 
board of licensing commissioners which 
flight be illegal. 

i. It is incompetent for said munici 
;ial council to enact clauso 4 of the 
said bylaw as the subject matter there- 
of is dealt with by statute which pro 
Vldos penalties for its breach. 

5. The fifth clause of the bylaw is 
excessive, unreasonable and inconsist 
ent with the intent and object of the 
powers given the municipal council by 
statute. 

6. The sixth clause of the bylaw is 
illegal and beyond the power of the 
municipal council to enact. 

7. The seventh clause of the bylaw 
is contrary to law because it in effect 
prohibits that which is declax-ed to be 

! lawful by statute; and further, such 
clause seven is illegal in providing 
that: 

(a) Saloons and hotel barrooms shall 
be closed in the morning and all 
Christmas day. 

(b) Hotel barrooms shall be closed. 
S. The eighth clause of the said by- 
law is illegal as one or more of the 
regulations prescribed by the bylaw 
are beyond the power of the said mu- 
nicipal council to enact; moreover, 
said clause S is inconsistent with said 
clause 7 of the bylaw and the latter 
part of clause 8 is made an offence by 
the criminal code of Canada. 

9. The ninth clause of the bylaw is 
excessive, unreasonable and beyond 
the power of the said municipal coun- 
cil and further, such clause interferes 
with the private enjoyment of prem- 
ises by the owner or occupant thereof 
and purports to confer authority on 
the board of licensing commissioners 
which is not given by the Municipal 



the said municipal council to enact. 

13. The thirteenth clause of the said 
bylaw is. bad on the following grounds: 

(a) That one or more of the pro- 
visions contained in the bylaw 
being illegal the municipal coun- 
cil cannot impose a penalty for 
their infraction. 

(b) That sub-clause IT is contrary to 
and inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of the Municipal Clauses 
Act. By said act power is vested 
in the board of licensing com- 
missioners to hear and determine 
all questions coming before the 
board and such board is thereby 
vested with a discretion to re- 
fuse a renewal of a license but 
said sub-clause II unlawfully 
withholds from said board the 
powers conferred upon it by the 
said statute. 

It will therefore by reason of the 
matters hereinbefore set forth, be con- 
tended that the whole of the said by- 
law is ultra vires and illegal.

"A Normal School for Victoria!" is 
the slogan which members of the City 
Council, of the School Board, and citi- 
zens generally will carry with them 
to the parliament buildings this morn- 
ing, In the endeavor to Impress on 
members of the Provincial government 
the importance of providing an insti- 
tution, such as indicated, for the 
Capital City. A resolution passed at 
last evening's session of the council 
will he presented by Mayor Morlcy to 
Acting Premier Tatlow and his col- 
leagues. Ho will deliver an address 
also, in which the claims of Victoria 
for a normal school will be outlined. In 
order that the move which lias been 
decided on may make as deep an im- 
pression as possible the mayor an- 
nounced last night that not only did 
he wish all members of the aldermanic 
and school boards to attend, but lie 
was desirous that all citizens interest- 
ed should accompany thorn to the- con- 
ference with the provincial executive. 

The resolution on which Mayor Mor- 
ay's arguments will be based, and 
which summarizes the demand fol- 
lows: 

"Whereas, the sum f $40,000 is 
placed in the estimates in the legis- 
lature for a normal school In the city 
of Victoria, and 

"Whereas, In all the other provinces 
in the Dominion, normal schools are 
located, first in the capitals and sub- 
sequently (where lecessary) are estab- 
lished in other centres, and 

"Whereas, no provision Is mad,, in 
the estimates for a no/mal school at 
Victoria and under the departmental 
regulations, teachers cannot qualify In 
the city of Victoria, but are required 
to take a year's course at Vancouver 
normal school, 

"Be it therefore resolved, that (his 
council urges upon the provincial gov- 
ernment, to establish In this city D 
normal school for the training" of 
teachers and that a deputation be or- 
gan zed by his worship the mayor to 
wait upon the government, together 
Willi the members of the council and 
of the school board to present the 
resolution." 



At last the men of the city fire bri- 
gade are within a reasonable dlstanco 
of getting the long promised uniforms. 
When the pay of the men was raised 
it was decided that they should all be 
provided with one suit of clothes a 
year, ono of the strongest complaints 
of the men being that although in tire 
pursuance of their duty they spoiled 
many suits In the course of the year, 
the city did nothing towards provid- 
ing them with new ones. It was 
promised at . the time that this com- 
plaint should ho attended to, and the 
city fathers have kept their word. 

Tenders wero called yesterday by the 
city purchasing agent, Mr. Northcott, 
for the new uniforms, together with 
many other supplies for the fire fight- 
ers. The uniforms will be of blue 
serge, and will be very neat and at- 
tractive in appearance. The coats will 
be double breasted and provided with 
two rows of most gorgeous brass but- 
tons. 

Twenty-six uniforms and twenty- 
six caps are required. All must be 
of the best material and II. is ex 
pressly stipulated that the cloth bo of 
British manufacture and that nothing 
but white labor be employed in the 
making of the clothes. 

Tenders are also being called for 800 
feet of best two and a half inch can- 
vas hose for the engine and 200 feet 
of rubber hose for the chemical. The 
canvas hose it Is stipulated must be 
capable of standing pressure to the 
tent of -100 pounds to the square inch. 

For the policemen too, tenders are 
being called for a large assortment 
of new clothing, the list including hats, 
helmets, waterproof coats and other 
articles to the extent of about $1,050. 

For both the police and the fire de- 
partment supplies the tenders must be 
In by May 22. 

Tenders are also being called for 
the supplying of tlie material ■ which 
will be required by the lighting' de- 
partment in the course of the ensu- 
ing year for repair and extension pur- 
poses. The list includes ono hundred 
cedar poles, two feed water heaters, 
1,500 pbunds of lino wire (weather 
proof), 500 brackets and other small 
supplies.

Steamer Queen City, Capt. Towns- 
end, arrived from the west coast on 
Sunday about noon, after having a 
very pleasant trip. Despite the fact 
that good weather was experienced 
almost the entire trip, the crew are 
somewhat angry, with the luck that 
made them lose . two salvage proposl 
Hons thut would have netted consider 
able , to their ' mo.nt.hly .stipend. The 
fist case was that : of the unknown 
ship near Carmana.li Point, and the 
second was the Jnveramsay. In the 
former, case the Qtifien City was a little 
early and had passed the scene about 
four hours previous. ' Information re- 
garding the ship was received while 
tho vessel was at Bamfloid creek, and 
before she left tlie station the news 
had been received that the ship had 
managed to get out of danger. In 
tho case of the Inveramsay, the little 
coaster had the humiliation of seeing 
the St. La'wrence pick her up when 
about an hour's journey away. The 
Queen City came across the Inveram- 
say when off Sharp Point and the St. 
Lawrence had just completed arrange- 
ments to tow the ship into a port of 
safety. Had Capt. Townsend man- 
aged to pick up both of these prizes 
the salvage money forthcoming to the 
crew would have been a decent sized 
sum. 

Several sealing schooners were met 
with on the trip. At Hesqoiut, the 
Charlotta G. Cox was lying at anchor 
with GO skins, as tlie result of her 
cruise. A Japanese schooner was also 
at Hesqoiut, and after having been at 
sea for nearly three, months has se- 
cured only one skin. She • was in 
command of Capt. Thomson, an Eng- 
lishman, the remainder of the crow 
being little brown men. Two schoon- 
ers were at Clayoquot, the Jessie, with 
several of her canoes smashed, and 
the Victoria, with Itifl skins. All re- 
ported very rough weather, making 
sealing very poor. 

The Queen City also brought news 
of great activity at the whaling sta- 
tions. At Sechart, the installation of 
now machinery is being rapidly rushed 
to a completion and It will not be in 
working order any too early to ac- 
commodate the whales that are being 
caught. The Orion was very success- 
ful during the past week and had tak- 
en three whales, one of which was be- 
ing landed while tho Queen City was 
passing. 

The Queen City brought sixty pas- 
sengers, but very little freight. This 
will be her last trip on the west const 
route this summer, her place on the 
run being taken by the Tees, and yes- 
terday the members of the crew were 
busy transferring their belongings to 
tho larger steamer. 



MOST OF CREW DROWNED. J 

Gibraltar, April 15— Tho British 
steamer Andalusia, from Swansea for 
Barcelona, foundered on April 13 off 
the Spanish coast. Her captain, first 
officer and a sailor wero picked up 
and brought here. Tho rest of the 
crew are believed to be drowned.

Nanalmo, April 15. — John King, who 
has been a somewhat noted resident 
of this city and Wellington for 25 
years, was found dying on the side- 
walk on Commercial street early this 
morning.

REFUSE THE MONEY 

United States Consul Smith has In 
Ills possession $40 which is to be pre- 
sented to four of the crew of tlie 
Dominion government steamer Quadra, 
but for some reason tho men do not 
appear anxious to accept the money. 
The money was granted to the men 
by the United States government In 
recognition of their services In con- 
nection with tlie wreck of the Coloma, 
Which also brought Mrs. Paterson, of 
Capo Pcale, into prominence. The 
cash was received by Consul Smith 
a few days ago and ho immediately 
went on board tlie Quadra with the 
Intention of handing it over to the 
men entitled to it. He was met by 
Captain Hackett and the latter was 
very much opposed to the idea, anil 
openly stated his opinion. Consul 
Smith left the boat, went to his office 
and wrote to each one of the men in- 
dividually, but as yet. he lias received 
no reply, neither have tlie men called 
to receive the reward for the part 
they took In saving the lives of the 
crew of the wrecked vessel, It Is the 
Intention of the United Slates govern- 
ment to present, Capt. Hackett and the 
first, mate of the Quadra with medals 
but us yet they have not come to hand 
and It is an open question whether It 
will Injury the dignity of the com- 
modore of Canadian ships to accept 
tlie medal.

COUNCIL TRANSACTS 
A LOT OF BUSINESS 



School Site and Indian ReservB 
Question Discussed— Ques- 
tion of Privilege 



\ Tho meeting of tno council last eve 
hlng was oho of the busiest and most 
orderly that has been held for a long 
time, Tho aldermen, curbing their 

• belllcoso spirits and refraining from 
Undue quarreling, got down to work 
and waited through a large amount of 
business in a surprisingly short time. 
Many matters of importance were 
dealt with, the budget of business be- 
ing- disccllaneous in the extreme. 
Among tho most important of the 
Items before the board was the con- 
sideration of the- question of the site 

, for tho proposed now school for Vic- 
toria West. Chairman Jay, of tho 
school board, was present and was 
given audience. Ho stated that he 
had been appointed a iommi.ttee of one 
to wait upon the council. He wanted 
to knpw just how negotiations stood 
between the city and the Dominion 
government as to the leasing of a site 
for the school on the Indian reserve. 
It was His belief that if the city would 
only try again it might, backed as it 
would be by the school board, suc- 
ceed in getting a lease of the neces- 
sary area on the reserve. 

Mr. Jay pointed out. that tho pnrt 
of the reserve which it has been pro- 
posed to secure was not, and never had 
been, used by the Indians, and the 
probabilities were that the whole re- 
serve would soon pass out of the 
bands of the aboriglnlcs. This being 
tho case he thought that tho govern- 
ment would in the end have no objec- 
tion to granting the lease. lie said 
that should the city fail to secure a 
leaso some difficulty might be found 
in getting a site. Suitable locations 
in Victoria AVest were scarce, and in 
any case, should it become necessary 
to purchase a site it would liavo the 
effect of lessening the amount at tho 
disposal of the board for the school 
nnd equipment. 

' In reply to Mr. Jay his worship read 
o. letter from 1«\ D. McLean, secretary 
of the department of the interior, in 
which- it was stated that inasmuch as 
tho Indians had not surrendered their 
rights it would be impossible to grant 
the city a lease. His worship had 
replied to ' this by pointing out that 
other leases had been granted on the 
reserve and there seemed' to be no 
good reason why the request of the 
council should not be .granted. 
.. "When did you. write that?" inquired 
Aid. Verrinder. 

"April 3," replied the mayor. 

"Alm6st time for a reply,." com- 
mented the alderman. 
; His worship then went briefly over 
the recent negotiations with Hon. Wm. city's 



a pipe line to Sooke Lake. Ho pointed 
out that last year the government set 
aside tho waters of Sooko Lake for the 
uso pf-tho city, and said that to sur- 
vey the pipe lino would have tho effect 
of strengthening the claim of tho city 
should It ever be put to a test. 

Mr. Itaymur also recommended that 
$50S'1.25 bo appropriated to pay for the 
recently acquired meters, nnd also for 
the appropriation of tho necessary 
sum for tho payment for tho pumps 
which It was recently decided to 'place 
at Elk Lake. 

Tho question of tho water meters 
was left over for further considera- 
tion at a future meeting, while as to 
tho granting of the $3,000 for tho 
Sooko lake pipe lino survey, it was 
decided on motion of Aid. Verrinder 
to leavo this over until after the set- 
tlement of the Esquimau water works 
case. 

It was decided to adopt the clauses 
of Mr.-Kaymur's report recommending 
tho appropriation of 5G.301.22 for tho 
pump and boilers for Elk lal<o, of $500 
for a building for same, $600 for con- 
nections • arid the main, ' and $514 .for 
incidental and other sundries. Tho 
necessary bylaw • for the expenditure 
will bo prepared. 

• From F. H. Wilson and a number 

of others was received a petition ask- 
ing that a new box drain be placed 
on tho Cadboro Bay road, near the 
P. It. J. hospital. It was stated that 
the flooding of this drain gave consid- 
erable inconvenience to pedestrians In 
tho neighborhood, causing them to 
climb fences, make detours and go to 
various other expedients. The matter 
was referred to the streets, bridge and 
sowers committee, his worship re- 
marking jocularly that the committee 
had "better purchase a flying ma- 
chine" for the convenience of pedes- 
trians. 

On recommendation of Aid. Fullerton 
for tho fire wardens committee, it 
was decided to purchase a horse 
valued at $300 fur the fire department, 
and to instal six new alarm boxes In 
various parts of Hie city. 

On recommendation of Aid. Verrin- 
der for the parks and boulevards 
committee, it was decided to expend 
the sum of $50 an purchasing young 
plants for Beacon Hill park and also 
to engage an under gardener to assist 
in looking after the flower beds. 

Aid. Gleason drew the attention of 
tile streets, bridges and sewers com- 
mittee to the prevalanco of dust on 
tho upper end of Fort street. He 
pointed out that money had been 
granted for the purpose of installing 
hydrants in that district. Tho matter 
was left in the hands of tho mayor 
with the understanding that he, as Aid. 
Vincent put it, "hustle things up." 

Weekly accounts to the extent of 
$53G were presented by the finance 
committee and ordered paid. 

Aid. Hanna moved for the recon- 
sideration of the action of the council 
on Thursday of - the past week In 
granting the tender for tho proposed 
new pump at Elk lake. Both Aid. Hall 
and Aid. Henderson who, with Aid. 
Hanna, were away from the meeting 
in question and had been looked to to 
support the recommendation, refused 
to do so. Both stated that they were 
will to abide by the advice of the 
expert," Supt. Hutchison, of the 
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The following letters to nnd from Hon. 
William 'Templeman 'show the exact condi- 
tion of affairs in the negotiation.) for the 
acquisition of the reserve -at the present 
time:

reserve, when the Indians shall have sur- 
rendered these lands to the Dominion gov- 
ernment. Also tbnt the government take 
such measures as shall he necessary , to ob- 
taln the surrender without further delay. 

It is an Indisputable fact that the city 
has sustained a direct loss of tax revenue 
of not lows than $60,000, from the exemption 
of these lands situate In the heart of tho

F. H. Eaton, superintendent of city 
schools, wrote calling the attention of 
the council to the bad state of the 
drains behind the Victoria West 
school. The matter was referred to 
the streets, bridges and sewers com- 
mittee. 

J. T. Smart, secretary of the British 
Columbia branch of the S. P. C. A., 
wrote asking the council for a con- 
tinuance of the $50 annual prant. The 
request was referred to the finance 
committee. 

Joseph Pelrson wrote asking the 
help and co-operation of the city in 
the plans-'of the British Columbia Life 
Saving- Association. This association 
plans to purchase a power-driven life- 
boat for use oh the surrounding coast. 
Five thousand dollars, said Mr. Pelr- 
son, would cover the cost of the boat. 

It was moved that the matter be 
referred to the finance committee; but 
Aid, Vincent said that it would not 
be much use if a liberal grant were 
required. 

His Worship pointed out that the 
government was taking steps in the 
matter, and stated that he hardly 
knew what right the city had to inter- 
fere In the quest ion. 

The whole matter was referred to 
the finance committee for Investiga- 
tion. 

03. B. Paul, a resident on Richmond 
avenue, wrote calling attention to the 
bad condition of that thoroughfare. 
He suggested that it be graded, and 
he nlso asked that a permanent side- 
walk be constructed on the local Im- 
provement plan, and that a light be 
Installed. Tin- complaint was re- 
ferred to the light and streets, bridges 
End sewers committee.

This was referred to the streets, 
bridges and sewers committee. 

Water Commissioner Raymur wrote 
recommending- that $300n be s<H aside 
for the purpose of making a survey for 
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motion had no seconder and died a 
natural death. R". P. Pithet & Co. 
wili retain the contract. 

On motion of Aid. Henderson it was 
decided, tec macadamize Catherine 
street, Victoria West, on the . local 
improvement plan. This street will 
also be regraded and provided with 
cement sidewalks on both sides. Pro- 
vision is also made for the removal 
of all fences or buildings projecting on 
the street. 

On motion of Aid. Henderson, also, 
a resolution was passed providing for 
the construction of 1!5 sidewalks in 
various parts of the city. 

It was also decided to lay a per- 
manent sidewalk on the north side of 
Cormorant street, between Douglus 
and tho market building. 

In order to save expense by taking ad- 
vantage of the city's contract price on 
lum'.ier, nails, etc., the 11. C. Agricultural 
Association made application to bo allowed 
to purchase Its supplies through the city. 
Tills, on motion of Aid. Henderson, it was 
decided to allow. 

Iii this respect Aid. Gleason made the 
somewhat .startling statement that he was

was the- city. 

ills Worship mid the aldermen expressed 
incredibility, hut Aid. Ulcation stuck to hi 
guns. Finally Ills Worship requested him 
to go into the matter with him today 
they're holding us up, we'll' tlx them," said 
he: we'll buy ourselves a ear load. 

"Yes, certainly, that's what we ought lo 
do. Get them much cheaper that ivav 
chortled Aid. Henderson. 

Aid. Ulenaon promised to accompany tho 
mayor on his tour of inspection, 

On recommendation of Aid. Meston, the 
Roman Catholic addition to the cemetery 
by-law was read a third time, adopted and 
finally passed. This 'Joy-law provides that 
the city ^liall take over three acres ol 
laud adjoining the cemetery, now the pro- 
perty of the itonian Catholic church. To- 
gether with the laud, tin- Church promises 
to pay $1,000, ami in return the city will 
survey, plat and lay out the grounds lu 
puths, and maintain them In perpetuity. 
The church authorities retain the right of 
saying who shall and who shall not he In- 
terred in the addition. 

Travesties of Justico 
Before the meeting adjourned Aid. Glea- 
son arose and announced that he wished to 
speak on a question of privilege. "I wish 
to draw the attention of the council," said 
he, "to what I think 1 may call tin; traves- 
ties of Justice thut have or late been taking 
place in the police court. About a week 
ago you will remember, gentlemen, three 
men who were accused ol' having commit- 
ted n most heinous crime were let off with- 
out any punishment. This morning, I am 
given to understand, that a Chinaman who 
stole a single cord wood stick, wits sentenc- 
ed to three mouths In Jail. Gentlemen, I 
call this monstrous." 

His Worship said that It was the fault 
of the law that the throe men in question 
had escaped. "They were guilty before 
God anil before man," said he, "but not 
before the law, ami In letting them off, 
tlie magistrate's hand was forced in- the 
law." 

1 1 Us Worship suggested some amendment 
to the law in question, announcing that in 
Ills opinion the aldermen would be entitling 
themselves to a position among the bene- 
factors of the human race could they In- 
duce the government to secure the amend- 
ment he proposed. 

None of tlie aldermen, however, appeared 
to. wish lo bo benefactors just then, and 
the meeting adjourned.

In view of the above, and further, thai 
the city as a whole has a far more exten- 
sive tiitercst at stake lu conserving the 
common welfare than any private party 
or corporation can possibly have, your gov- 
ernment must concede that tlie city ban a 
i„i > amount right to first consideration In 
thi' disposition of these lauds. 

The city Is well aware that these lands, 
according to the requirement of the Indian 
Act, must he disposed of in the Interest 
of the Indians. This does not prevent 
your government so dealing with them as 
shall be Just, both to the Indians and to the 

city. 

Referring to the correspondence between 
your lienor and the oily you will observe 
that In replying .to the mayor's communi- 
cation of the 17th. setting forth the under- 
standing reached between the provincial 
government and the city, yop personally 
agreeil to take up the matter of settlement 
with the Deputy Minister of Indian Af- 
fairs, "on the understanding that, tho re- 
spective rights of all parties concerned lire 
fairly well recognized." 

Your communication by telegram of 27th 
of July, 1000, Just prior to the advent of 
Mr. Pedley, Deputy Minister. In Victoria, 
Is ns follow,:: "Mayor Morley, Victoria, 
It. C. If settlement secured along line 
yours 17 April, what will be attitude, pro 
vlnee hi respect to reversionary interest, 
will province agree to occupy present posl 
tlon in respect to reversionary rights In 
new reserve as well ns in Tospeet to money 
to credit Indians when band becomes ex- 
tinct or reserve Is no longer required by Do- 
minion fo use of Indians will province Join 
witli city and Dominion in giving effect to 
settlement per letter 17th with clear under- 
standing that reversionary right of pro- 
vince whatever 11 be will remain in statu 
quo. Tlie Dominion to. dispose of reserve 
In way Indicated and fund nnd use money 
for Indians. If answer satisfactory I will 
arrange to get fund for distribution to 
Indians. Signed. W Tcinpletnan." 

The niayor'8 communication of April 17th 
referred to in. the telegram set forth tho 
understanding nrrived at between the pro- 
vincial government and the city, In effect 
that til" city fctwinbWpifrr.lmce thr. 'iifVu-' To. 
ncrre nnd temporarily- provide tho menus 
for the rflmaral and rehabilitation of the 
Indians, for which the city was to receive 
the lands north of the Esqnlmrtlt • road for 
park and other purposes, and the south IP 
acres for railroad nnd other purposes, the 
city agreeing to afford thereon terminal 
facilities In common for all railroad*. 

Dn receipt of your telegram the city ob- 
tained from the provincial government their 
assent lu writing to the proposal embodied 
in your telegram, in favor of your govern- 
ment. 

On Mr. Pedley's arrival he informed the 
mayor that hcfoi-o he could take up the 
matter with the Indians he would rc-qttlro 
a more definite agreement from tin' pro- 
vincial government. 

This also wns given at tlie earnest solici- 
tation of the city. Mr. Pedley then requir- 
ed a further agreement, from the province, 
that they would consent to forego their re- 
versionary Interest in that part of the 
moneys obtained from the disposal of tho 
lands to he paid the Indians for obtaining 
the surrender. As this money would be 
lost to the province for all time, they did 
not. feel justified , lu acceding, but the city 
obtained the agreement for the Dominion 
government by entering into an agreement 
with the province to recoup It for any ul- 
timate loss sustained, not to exceed $30,000. 

The provincial government and tlie city 
have aided the Dominion government 
promptly in every possible way, to pave 
the way for a settlement. Willi tlie dlotinct 
understanding thai the agreement arrived 
nt in the correspondence nnd throughout 
the negotiations would be religiously ob- 
served. 

That at the last moment the government 
or Indian Department should have consid- 
ered It necessary to change tlie manner of 
bringing the settlement about. In no way 
weakens the right of the city to be dealt 
with along the lines of the agreement 10 
clearly defined. 

I am sure yon will agree that the time 
has arrived when the Dominion govern- 
ment should cancel this long standing 
grievance to the city of Victoria, and I 
sincerely hope flint a prompt ami explicit 
reply, ami equally prompt action, will be 
forthcoming, as I can assure you ii will be 
deeply appreciated by all in your constitu- 
ency.' ns It certainly will by the city coun- 
cil, nnd that It will allay a suspicion arising 
from your remarks in the committee room 
nt the city hall nnd similar bv Mr. Pedlev 
lo myself, that other plans and other In- 
terests have more weight in Mi!- manner of 
disposal than has the just claim of the 
city of Victoria. 

The city would appreciate: (1) ,\ il, finite 
assurance that the city Is to lie given first 
consideration In I he disposal of the lands. 
(•J) Thai the city be Informed cxpllcltoly of 
Hie Intended manner of the disposal.

Government of China Confers 
Degrees on Mong Kow and 
His Mother 



Victoria now- has the honor of hav- 
ing as a resident tlie first. Chinese! lady 
to receive a degree of honor from the 
Emperor of China while living In a 
foreign country. ■ The lady Is Lee 
Quan Sze, the" mother' of Leo Mong 
Kow tlie well known merchant. Yes 
torday her sixty-seventh birthday was 
celebrated and In tho course of tho fes- 
tivities she was invested with tho in- 
signia of the- order, which arrived 
some, time ago from China. Tlie order 
of which she now becomes a member 
has no equivalent among- those upper 
tattling to occidental usage but Is typ- 
ical of tho Orient. It is only given to 
those women, who after tho death of 
their first husbands have remained 
widows. In China it is thought much 
to the honor of a woman whose first 
husband has died If she remain faith- 
ful to his memories and refrain from 
remarrying. Lee Yuan Sze's husband 
died when she was 22 years of age 
and when Mong Kow was still a child 
She devoted herself to the education 
and care of her child, and then when 
he had grown to years of discretion 
turned her whole attention to work's 
of piety and charity. She became 
widely known in her native land for 
her good deeds, and she is probably 
the most widely known and respected 
Chinese woman in Canada, perhaps in 
the whole of America. 

Some time ago tho suggestion was 
made that Lee Quan Sze be invested 
with the order in question, but it was 
then discovered that the law govern- 
ing tlie custom referred only to wom- 
en resident in China. Outside of that 
country it was impossible to confer the 
honor. So highly, however, was Lee 
Quan Sze respected in her native land, 
and so worthy was she considered of 
the order, that the matter was brought 
to the attention of tlie imperial coun- 
cillors and a special law was passed 
allowing the honor to be conferred on 
women resident in foreign countries. 
Lee Quan Sze will be tlie tlrst ease 
to be dealt with under the new dis- 
pensation, but hereafter it will be pos- 
sible to confer tho degree on any 
woman resident in a foreign land. 

Besides the honor which naturally 
falls to the recipient of this degree 
there is attached, among other privi- 
leges of precedent, that of erecting an 
arch in some Chinese city. On this 
arch it is customary to Inscribe the 
name of the builder, and tlie four let- 
ters which she has the right of plac- 
ing after her name, these letters stand- 
ing for the words, -"Pure as water, 
Clear as Scarlet." 

In 'China it is the custom when a 
person Is Invested with tho order, for 
the letters' conveying the title to bo 
borne by a special- courier from tho 
emperor. In the eas'e of Lee Quan Sze 
however, on account' of tlie great dis- 
tance from tlie imperial court, tlie let- 
ters were sent by ''{nail, a local Chin- 
ese' being di-!eaiLieu''to act as the im- 
perial representative. The ceremony 
of investiture Is ah impressive one. 
Before the letters , are conferred, the 
recipient had "to kneel and before heav- 
en declare that she has lived right- 
eously and; committed no evil, since 
tho death of her husband. The de- 
gree Is then conferred with all duo 
solemnity. 

At the same time that Lee Quan Sze 
was invested with the order, Mr. Mong 
Kow also received special honors from 
tlie emperor. Mr. Mong Kow is well 
known in Canada, but he is even bet- 
ter known in his native land as a pro- 
gressive and earnest man. The same 
mail which brought the Imperial title 
for Lee Quan Sze. also brought let- 
ters for her son proclaiming that he 
was invested with the "Honors of thol 
Fourth Degree." This title Is con- 1

BRITISH SHOTS COMING 

English Riflemen May Shoot in Vic- 
toria This Summor 

It Is understood that the Hritlsh govern- 
ment has in view the sending of a British 
team to Canada to take part not only In 
the Dominion matches at Ottawa, 'but later 
to go to Australia, where, they will partici- 
pate in the Imperial matches. :lt is plan- 
ned that on their trip across the country 
they will stay over nt various western 
points. 

Amongst the ernek British shots who 
will likely comprint' the team of about 
eight or ten men will be Krflser, Lawrence 
and Comber, too well known in British 
rifle circles fo need nny comment. Tho 
visiting team will lit one of the strongest 
which hns ever been got together In the 
old country. 

Several years ago a British tenia visited 
Canada and shot at Hockllffe ranges at Ot- 
tawa for the Fitlmn trophy. They did not 
come any further west than Ottawa, how- 
ever. 

There Is a possibility,, too, that n team 
may be sent from Cnnnda to shoot in the 
matches In Australia. This team, of course 
would be selected from the men with tlie 
best records at the annual military matches 
nt Ottawa and would form an added In- 
centive to riflemen -throughout the conn- 
fry to do their best nt Uie^r matches. The 
west may send a couple of teams' of ten 
men each to the matches this summer, lu 
which event they should gel not only their 
usual Illsley representation, but they should 
also be well represented on the Australian 
team, should that take form.

the minister directs; and the minister 
shall cause the said reports to be laid 
before parliament, with such remarks, 
explanations and recommendations as 
he thinks proper. 

18. The department shalt be furnish- 
ed with such books, Instruments and 
apparatus as are necessary for scien- 
tific reference and for the prosecution 
of tho work of tho mines branch and 
of the geological branch. 

19. The minister may cause distribu- 
tion to be made of duplicate specimens 
to scientific, literary and educational 
institution in Canada and other coun- 
tries, and also authorize the distribu- 
tion or sale of thc publications, maps 
and other documents issued by the de- 
partment. 

20. Th minister may, for the pur- 
pose of obtaining a basis for the rep- 
resentation of the mineral, mining and 
forestry resources and of the geologi- 
cal features of any part of Canada, 
cause such measurements, observa- 
tions, investigations and physlologra- 
phlc, exploratory and reconnaissance 
surveys to he made as are necessary 
for or in connection with the prepara- 
tion of mining, geological and forestry 
maps, sketches, plans, sections or dia- 
grams.

HUGE TOBACCO 
FARM FOR KELOWNA 



Spokane Company is Formed to 
Prosecute Industry on a 
Large Scale 



1 The Kelowna Courier, In Its Issue of 
April 11, had the following: 

II. Rothenberg of Spokane, 'Wash., 
lia.s been a visitor for the past three 
weeks, staying at the Palucc hotel. lie 
came here primarily to see L. Holman 
and offer him the management of an 
enormous tobacco farm which he is to 
start near Spokane, but he became so 
charmed with the appearance of the 
valley and soil and of the excellent 
leaf grown locally by Mr. Holman, that 
be has decided to engage in tobacco 
culture in the district. Last week the 
important announcement was made 
that he bad bought the splendid Mis- 
sion ranch, the consideration being 
about $C>0,000, and the vendor O. Fas- 
claux. This is not the end, as other 
lands will be obtained, so that a min- 
imum of 2,000 acres of the best land 
for tobacco will be available to begin 
.with. 

I Tho importance of this sale to the 
Valley generally cannot bo over-esti- 
mated. .Without indulging in any over- 
sanguine speculations, It may be said 
that the district will now have a 
string to its bow equally valuable to 
the fruit industry, as so far, cigar leaf 
has not yet been made a commercial 
success anywhere else in Canada, and 
the market is unlimited. 

Promoter Is Interviewed 
The editor of the Courier was fa- 
vored with an interview with Mr. Ro- 
thenberg lust week. He said that Mr. 
Holman had accomplished wonders in 
the face of adverse circumstances, and 
the leaf produced is of very credit- 
able quality. He considered that If the 
infant Industry was given adequate 
protection by a customs duty on the 
imported leaf, there would be no dilli- 
culty in securing ample capital to en- 
gage in the growing and curing of to- 
t«acco in the valley. He has been en- 
gaged in the tobacco business for a 
number of years, both as a dealer in 
leaf and manufacturer, and consider- 
ed the leaf produced here quite equal 
to much of tho good domestic leaf 
grown: in - tho United States. Others 
arc of. tho some opinion, In proof of 
Which lie "produced a letter from the 
well known firm of Sutter Bros., ol 
Cleveland. Ohiq, leaf dealers of 50 
years standing, In which they staled 
they were very much pleased with the 
quality of the Kelowna samples they 
had scon and considered it equal to 
good Ohio leaf, which, with improved 
methods of curing and sweating, It 
would surpass. 

i Wants Government Assistance 

1 Mr. Rothenberg will meet the board 
of trade and give his assistance to- 
wards securing recognition by the Do- 
minion government of the importance 
of the bkanagau as a producer of 
cigar leaf. 

To show the magnitude of Mr. Ro- 
thenberg's operations In Washington, 
and what the advent of his company 
may mean to Kelowna, we quote the 
following from the Spokane Chronicle: 

"It is announced today • (Feb. 13) 
that 10 sections of land In the state of 
"Washington have been purchased by a 
jiewly organized corporation which 
will cultivate tobacco on the immense i 
tract, 0,400 acres in all.

I 
which will be known as the Washing- | 
ton Land it Produce company, and has 
a capital stock of $150,000.

OUT OF SURPLUS 



British Taxpayers Eagerly Await 
Coming Budget—A Gradu- 
ated Income Tax 



London, April 7.— There is, naturally, 
much speculation In the forthcoming 
budget of Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Asquilh. Income taxpayers, In parti- 
cular, are clamoring for relief out of 
the surplus, which is estimated at 
about throe and a half million pounds 
sterling, claiming, truthfully, that a 
shilling In the pound Is a war figure, 
but there is strong ooltlion that the 
llgure will remain at a shilling, though 
the tax may lie made to fall more 
lightly on moderate incomes by means 
of Increasing the amount of incomes 
under a certain size which will bo ex- 
empt from taxation. There is also an 
idea abroad that Mr. Asqulth intends 
introducing a regularly graduated In- 
come tax. 

The Statist, considering what it 
calls a "memorable budget," says: "It 
will show a larger surplus revenue 
than has been realized in any year 
since 1873, and will indicate that the 
work of effecting economies in our 
vast non-productive expenditure is 
progressing steadily. It will demon- 
strate that under normal conditions 
tile revenue of the country appreci- 
ably expands and the annual growth 
of revenue Is alone sufficient to take 
care of any ordinary, but not any ex- 
traordinary, Increase of expenditures. 
It will show that the national finances 
are now being rapidly restored to or- 
der from chaos, into which they had 
previously fallen. Lastly, it will fur- 
nish conclusive evidence that the na- 
tional credit will be substantially im- 
proved In a short time to a very large 
extent by unprecedented redemptions 
of the debt." 

Redemption of Debt 

The Statist commends the thrifty, 
careful policy of the present govern- 
ment. It says that there Is now a 
prospect that in the next few years a 
vast amount of debt will be redeemed. 
It goes on to say: ' "Indeed, taking into 
account the ability of the national debt 
commissioners to purchase consols at 
85 and. 'JO, they are hopeful that dur- 
ing the term of the present govern- 
ment nearly £ 100,000,000 of the debt 
will be pakl off, and when the chancel- 
lor of the exchequer gives an account 
of his stewardship In 1912, be will be 
able to point to a greater reduction in 
debt than has been effected by any 
other government in the history of the 
country in a corresponding period, 
and will show that the credit of the 
nation, which was so severely in- 
jured by the unsound financial policy 
of the government from 18115 to 11)05, 
has been fully restored.

Prevention of Corruption Act in Eng-

AFTFR KRUGER'S GOLD 

Believed to Be Sunk Off South African 
Coast — Treasure-Sockers Set Sail 

London, April 7. — -With -the co-oper- 
ation of the Cape government, the 
steamer Alfred Nobel, once the yacht 
of that famous inventor, will sail from 
London on Sunday for South Africa on 
a treasure-seeking expedition. She Is 
equipped with the latest scientific ma- 
chinery for the recovery of submerged 
wealth, of which it is estimated that 
$30,000,000 lies at the bottom of the 
sea on the South African coast. 

The chief objective or the expedition 
is tlie gold of Oom Paul Kruger, who 
was president of the Transvaal at the 
outbreak of the Boer war, and who 
died after the close of that struggle. 
Senatlonnl stories in regard to Oom 
Paul's gold reached Europe at the be- 
ginning of the Boer war. It was said 
at that time that the then President 
Kruger despatched $30,000,000 to Bur- 
ope from Pretoria, which was stolen 
hefore it left South Africa and placed 
ii board the steamer Dorothea, which 
was wrecked on the Cape Coast. A 
company has been formed to salvage 
this and other cargoes known to have 
been sunk in South African waters. 



NEWFOUNDLAND AFFAIRS 

Interview With the Premier When En 
Route to Conference 

Montreal, April 9.— Sir Robert Bond, 
premier of Newfoundland was in Mon- 
treal today >ui route for N T ow York, 
from where he will sail lot London 
to attend the colonial conference. When 
asked why he came to Montreal, Sir 
Robert replied "private business." 

"Vou are quite sure it was not be- 
cause you feared if you traveled with 
the Canadian ministers you might he- 
come a convert to a union between 
Newfoundland and the Canadian con- 
federation ?" 

"Weil, now, if I had thought of that 
I might have taken the trip. There 
must bo a ^pleasure in listening to the 
plans of the suitor, yon know, even If 
the love-lorn swain has to be denied," 
added the premier. 

"It Is reported that, you yourself 
may set the heather on fire at the con- 
ference," Sir Robert. "What do you 
say to that'"' 

"Nonsense! Why should I do that?" 
"Well, you know, you are credited 
with the intention of championing the 
cause of self-governing colonies whose 
rights may bo ignored by imperial 
ministers, and wlfh an intention to 
say some spicy things about the re- 
newal of thii modus vlvcndl." 

"It will be my duty to look after 
the affairs of Newfoundland when I 
get there. I go as the representative 
of the colony."

H NOTED ENGLISH 



IS DEAD 



Rev. Malcolm Maccoll, a Vigor- 
ous Press Contro- 
versialist 



A cablegram from London an- 
nounces the death of Rev. Canon Mac- 
coll. Rev. Malcolm Maccoll was one 
of the most vigorous and Insistent of 
English clerical press controversialists. 
Born in Scotland in 1S38, he was edu- 
cated in Edinburgh, Elenalmond, and 
tho University of Naples, and in due 
time entered the church. Soon after 
ordination he was mado chaplain to 
the British embassy in St. Petersburg. 
Then for a time he held a London cu- 
racy, after which he went to Italy, 
where for two years he studied the- 
ology, literature, and politics. In 1871 
lie was appointed to rectorship in the 
city of London, which gave lTTm ample 
leisure for attention to public affairs. 
From the first ho was an ardent ad- 
mirer and a supporter of Mr. Glad- 
stone, whose policies he upheld vigor- 
ously with tongue and pen. As early 
as 1865 he published a treatise on Mr. 
Gladstone and Oxford, which attracted 
a good deal of attention by Its enthu- 
siastic partlzanshlp. Two or three 
years later he followed similar lines 
in a pamphlet on the disestablishment 
of the Irish church. In 1884 he was 
appointed a residentiary canon of Rl- 
pon cathedral. Ho was a man of 
many interests, both secular and re- 
ligious. But In later years his expis- 
tllary energies were confined largely 
to discussions of the Eastern ques- 
tion in all its manifold phases. On this 
subject he claimed to be an expert, 
and especially on points relating to 
the authority of the Sultan and the 
social, moral, and political effects of 
tin' whole Mahomedan system, as re- 
vealed to his own personal observa- 
tion. He was one of the most active 
and eloquent agitators in behalf of the 
oppressed Armenians, and at the times 
of the massacres did his best to stir up 
popular Indignation against the Sul- 
tan. For many years lie was a con- 
stant contributor to the various quar- 
terly reviews and most important 
magazines. 

TOW ED^O~"e1FqTjTm ALT 

Tug Lome Arrived With the British 
Ship Inveramsay 

The British ship inveramsay, which 
was towed from a dangerous position 
on tlit- West coast by the whaler St. 
Lawrence was brought into Esquimau 
on Sunday by the tug Lome. The In- 
veramsay was on her way from Glas- 
gow to Tacoma when she managed to 
got into a very bad position and had 
it not been for the fact that she had 
a couple of good anchor chains, she 
would in all probability be now rest- 
ing on the rocky shore of Vancouver 
Island. Regarding the condition of the 
vessel there appears to bo a little dif- 
ference of opinion. Captain Dalrym- 
ple when spoken to yesterday stated 
that the vessel was carried into her 
position by a strong tide and it was 
impossible to beat out. According to 
his statement the sails were Intact and 
everything in order, and lie dropped 
anchor in order that he might have :>. 
better opportunity to make open water 
when the wind veered. Between April 
li and It) the vessel was subjected to 
two gales but although she strained 
at her anchor she managed to hold and 
on Wednesday the St. Lawrence put 
in an appearance. Capt. Dalrymple, 
asked for assistance which was 
promptly given and the vessel was 
towed into a safe anchorage at Steam- 
er Creek. The Lome was dispatched 
to her aid and towed her Into Esqui- 
mau. When picked up by the St. Law- 
rence the ship was about a mile off 
shore and bad one of her anchor chains 
broken. 

A private communication from IIcs- 
quolt puts a different aspect on the 
condition of affairs and states that 
on April 6 the ship with her sails In 
rags hail been off Boulder Point for 
four days. She was drifting before a 
light southeast wind in the direction 
of Sidney inlet. Two large Indian 
canoes were sent out with an invita- 
tion to the men to come ashore but 
they refused and the vessel anchored 
near Florence Island. On Tuesday a 
strong westerly wind was blowing but 
the ship managed to hold her own. al- 
though exposed to the full strength of 
the breeze. Wednesday at S o'clock 
a tug came along side and took her in 
low. 

The amount of salvage that is due 
thi' whalers will have to be decided 
later and it is expected that both par- 
ties will be willing for an amicable 
settlement. The Inveramsay is still In 
Esquimau, and will be towed to Ta- 
coma in the course of the next few 
da vs.

ANIMATED DEBATE 



Oliver's "Trimming" on Sub- 
ject of Europeans Exposed 
at Ottawa 



Ottawa, April 9.— In the House to- 
day Armand Lavergne attacked the 
immigration policy of the government, 
which he declared was false and dan- 
gerous, based as it was ui'on the bonus 
system. There were only two desirable 
classes of immigrants coining to Can- 
ada, he said, those from the British 
Isles, Prance and Belgium. At the 
present rate of importation Canada 
would have in ten years a foreign 
population of 5,000,000, or probably 
more than half the population of the 
country. Most of this would be a 
population that Canada could not as- 
similate. He complained that more 
efforts were being made to get in 
Doukhobors and Galicians than French 
and Belgians. For instance, Canada 
was represented at the Liege exhibi- 
tion by officers who could not speak 
a word of French, and French immi- 
gration literature sent there was con- 
signed by the commissioner to the cel- 
lar. He warned the government that 
with the large influx of Americans into 
the northwest there was great danger 
of th e history of the gobbling up of 
Texas being repeated in the Northwest 
of the Dominion. Mr. Lavergne con- 
cluded by moving an amendment de- 
claring that the system of paying 
bonuses conduced to the acquisition 
of an undesirable class of immigrants, 
that this was an unwise system, and 
an unwise expenditure, and should he 
discontinued. 

Hon. Frank Oliver's Reply. 

Mr. Oliver, in reply, accused Mr. 
Lavergne of misunderstanding and 
misrepresentation. That Canada need- 
ed population was evident from the 
fact that with an area larger than con- 
tinental Kurope, she had a population 
less than that of Belgium. But immi- 
gration policies must change with cir- 
cumstances and so it was that with the 
'present large influx of settlors from 
the United Kingdom and the United 
States we were not under the same 
vtress to get Immigration and could 
afford to do without a class of immi- 
grants we were very glad to get a few 
years ago. 

Mr. Oliver denied that bonuses were 
•paid to Immigrants. The money was 
paid to booking agents to advertise 
■Canada, and to induce them to encour- 
age desirable immigrants to come to 
this country. 

Europe Is Hostile. 

Mr. Oliver, continuing after lunch, 
said that the feeling in continental 
countries was against immigration to 
Canada. In Ills opinion, one dollar ex- 
pended in Great Britain on emigra- 
tion work would produce much better 
results than If expended on the con- 
tinent. He said the language of Mr. 
Lavergne was almost discreditable In 
that It was a deliberate attempt to set 
section against section, race against 
race, and, if they liked, creed against 
creed. The people of Quebec were just 
as much Interested In the development 
of the natural resources of the North- 
west as any other people in any sec- ' 
tion of Canada, and the policy of the 
development of th ( . Northwest was 
one the many features of the im- 
migration policy which Mr. Lavergne 
had decried. 

Mr. Lavergne, interrupting, said in 
his language he was not half as vio- 
lent as Mr. Oliver was before he be- 
came a minister. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Oliver: "Whether I was right 
or wrong three years ago does not 
make Mr. Lavergne right today." 
(Laughter.) Proceeding, he said it 
was the explorers of Quebec who had 
discovered the Northwest, and why 
should not the men of Quebec today 
not desire to assist In the work of de- 
velopment? There used to be a party 
in England known as "Little Fngland- 
ers," and Mr. Lavergne stood today as 
the representative lu Canada of the 



"Little Canada" party. The Liberal 
party stood for a greater Canada — to 
make It on of tho greatest countries 
on the face of the earth. 

Oliver's Changing Front 

Henri Bourassa, who followed, 
showed that Mr. Oliver, before he be- 
came a minister, had denounced the 
immigration of Galicians and Douk- 
hobors more strongly than Mr. Lav- 
ergne did now. He read, amid loud 
laughter, Mr. Oliver's reference to im- 
migrants from Russia. "These words," 
added Mr. Bourassa, "may he the lan- 
guage of a 'Little Canadian,' but the 
name of that 'Little Canadian' is Hon. 
Frank Oliver." 

Reading further, Mr. Bourassa caus- 
ed a tremendous laugh by quoting a 
passage from Mr. Oliver in 1903. "Mr. 
Speaker," ho added, "If you look at tho 
paper In your hand you will find that 
my friend (Lavergne) has not depart- 
ed from !t." 

It caused great amusement when it 
was found that Mr. Lavergno had 
taken the identical words of his mo- 
tion from Mr. Oliver's speech, and 
that for an hour Mr. Oliver had been 
denouncing and ridiculing his own 
sentiments. 

Speculator's Influence 

Mr. Bourassa went on to say that 
land speculators were influencing the 
government to scour the continent of 
Europe to bring In settlers that the 
free land might be occupied and the 
demand for other land increased. Like 
Cox, these speculators could not wait. 
Mr. Bourassa said he was glad to re- 
member the good words Mr. Oliver 
had said before he was dragged in tho 
trail of Clifford Sifton. 

Mr. Bourassa charged further that 
the government had permitted and 
encouraged railway corporations to 
transport to the west the European 
immigrant cheaper than the eastern 
Canadian, whose money paid for the 
west and a large part of the railways 
Foreigners were carried swiftly to the 
west, never seeing an eastern city or 
meeting Canadian people until they 
reached kindred people on the prairies 
where they remained as foreigners 
and would so dwell there until in time 
they had the balance of power in this 
parliament, without ever becoming 
Canadians in any true sense. 

Mclntyro (Liberal), Strathcona, re- 
plied energetically protesting against 
the reflection on his Galiclan and Rus- 
sian constituents. Ho contended that 
immigrants were .still largely British 
or Canadian born, and that those who 
come from the States were mainly re- 
patriated Canadians. There was a 
larger proportion of French born peo- 
ple in Alberta than in Montreal city. 
He concluded by declaring that the 
Nationalist party, which occupied tho 
time of the house discussing whether 
postage stamps be printed in French 
or English, whether statute i^r. print- 
ed at the same moment in tho two lan- 
guages, whether there should bo the 
proper number of French or English 
deputy ministers, needed the national 
spirit more than either Galicians or 
Doukhobors. 

No French Immigration 

Hon. R. Lemicux explained why 
there was 110 French immigration to 
Canada. He said that Franco had no 
population to spare, as the population 
did not Increase. Moreover, the people 
of France lived on their own land, 
were happy and rich. The government 
of France discouraged emigration 
and yet Canada got a good share of 
the few who did leave tho country. 

As to the charge that no efforts were 
made to settle Quebec French In the 
west, Mr. Lemicux declared that tho 
leaders of French Canadian people 
were not anxious for such a move- 
ment. To prove this, ho read from La 
Verite, which he said was the organ of 
the Quebec clergy. 

Bourassa — "Does the honorable gen- 
tleman say on his authority as minis- 
ter that La Verite Is the organ of 
the clergy of Quebec'.'" 

Lemicux — "I say It is so regarded, 
and my friend knows it." 

Mr. Borden's Observations 

Mr. Borden referred to the charges 
of sectarianism and racial prejudice 
made against Bourassa and Lavergne. 
In regard to some of.' Hie questions 
raised by Bourassa against which com- 
plaint was made, the member for La- 
bellc was clearly right. This was 
true for instance of tho demand for 
simultaneous publication of the stat- 
utes in French and English, as tho 
law requires. 

Mr. Borden pointed out that if the 
English people in Canada numbered 
two millions and the. French four mil- 
lions the minority would be as jealous 
of their rights as the French arc now. 
Mr. Borden then had some fun with 
Mr. Oliver over the hitter's denuncia- 
tion of a motion drawn in ills own 
words. While Mr. Borden was speaking 
Mr. Oliver's words, tho latter asked 
whether Mr. Borden agreed with 
these sentiments. Mr. Borden said 



that so far from endorsing Mr. Oliver's 
attack on the Galiclan race, he was of 
the opinion from seeing them 'in their 
settlements, that they would be good 
settlers, and their descendants good 
Canadians. He advised Dr. Mclntyre, 
who defended tho Galicians from Bou- 
rassa's attacks, to deal with Mr. Oli- 
ver. 

Taking up the resolution, Mr. Bor- 
den said he could not agree with it. He 
had thought when he heard the motion 



read it was crude, and had been sur- ever said. 



Better Than a Bonus 

F. D. Monk, conservative, held that 
there was better ways to obtain im- 
migrants than by the payment of 
bonuses. He also read Oliver's pre- 
ministerlal utterances. 

Mr. Oliver asked if Mr. Monk had 
any fault to find with those words. 
Mr. Monk said ho had no such fault, 
to find. On the contrary he wished 
to have these doctrines carried out. 

Mr. Oliver said he hold to all he had 



prised that It should be so, until ho 
learned vyhore Lavergne got it. That 
explained everything. (Great laughter.) 
He could not support a motion which 
would condemn payment of a bonus on 
Immigration from the British islands. 
Neither would Mr. Borden like to pro- 
nounce against all manner of assisted 
Immigration from Europe.

VIOLATING NEW LAW 

Lord's Day Act Does Not Prevent Sun- 
day Labor in West 

Roglna, Sask., April S.— For the first 
time since the new Sunday Observance 
law has been In force the lid came off 
Saturday with a bang. A notice was 
posted yesterday to the effect that the 
yard engines would get busy as usual 
and all day long routine shunting op- 
erations have been going on. Local 
railway mon. while not objecting to 
handling freight traffic and even mak- 
ing up trains where it is a matter of 
urgency, are saying that the law is 
no good at all If they are compelled 
to do the usual yard stunt, Sunday or 
no Sunday. . They claim that all the 
yard work necessary at this point can 
be done conveniently after S o'clock 
Sunday evening, as permitted under 
the hew act. They object, too, to go- 
ing to work when they have no guar- 
antee from the railways of indemnity 
against tho forty dollar fine provided 
under the new act. 

Sunday Clsan-Up 

As it happens, this city does not 
figure on the C. P. R. main line sys- 
tem as a divisional point, though is it 
an important railway centre by rea- 
son of the Areola and the Prince Al- 
bert branches. So far, though the act 
has been in operation a month, no 
effort has boon made by tho railway 
officials to get the yard men out on 
Sunday. Conditions aro. however, dif- 
ferent at Moose Jaw, which Is an im- 
portant main lino divisional point and 
where there is a constant congestion 
owing to the big Soo Line trafllc and 
the poor yard facility. There, more 
than anywhere else, perhaps west of 
Winnipeg, the system has been fol- 
lowed of cleaning up the yards on 
Sunday, when there is a natural let- 
up on regular business. As a conse- 
quence the now law, If seriously en- 
forced, would tend to seriously ag- 
gravate freight congestion and ham- 
per the whole transportation business 
as affected by this division. 

When the Lid Cams Off 

Although tho lid has boon shut 
down here until today, local railway 
gossip says that It came off at Moose 
Jaw a couple of weeks ago, and talk 
among railway men couples with that 
event the recent visit to this city of 
J. A. M. Aikins, solicitor to the C.P.R. 
in Winnipeg. For the first two weeks 
not a wheel stirred nor an oil cloth 
wijied In Moose Jaw yards and round 
houses, but tho third week things were 
going along merrily In the same old 
way to the great dissatisfaction of 
railway men, who have been educated 
up to great expectations from the now 
Sabbath Observance laws. The story 
goes that Mr. Aikins .had a long in- 
terview with Attorney-General Lam- 
ont, who, went out of his way to an- 
nounce that lie would enforce it to the 
letter. Whatever may have happened 
at that interview, the lid Is off now so 
far as railways are concerned, and 
the effect of tho now law can be meas- 
ured exactly by tho disappointment of 
tho railway employees. Local repres- 
entatives of tho Dominion alliance aro 
In the meantime getting busy, and 
trouble Is Impending. 

Edmonton Charges Violations 

Edmonton, April 8. — The Edmonton 
branch of the Lord's Day alliance pur- 
poses acting upon an active campaign 
to enforce tho new Lord's act. The at- 
torney-general's department has been 
notified of an alleged breach of the 
act by the railways acting in this city 
and Strathcona. The department has 
as yet taken no action, and the alliance 
is awaiting the outcome of the prose- 
cutions Instituted against tho railways 
In Ontario before taking definite action 
here. 

The alliance Is also awaiting tho ar- 
rival In Edmonton of A. M. Rochester 
the Western secretary of the Lord's 
Day alliuncc, who will advise the Ed- 
monton branch.

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NEW BARGES FOR YUKON 

White Pass and Yukon Company Adds 
Considerably to Its Fleet 

Four new barges with a capacity of 
3"i0 tons each are to be added to White 
Pass and Yukon route fleet this sum- 
mer increasing the number of vessels 
in the fleet to ton.

The barges are towed by the com- 
pany's river vessels. As the capacity 
of the steamboats is 250 tons, a total 
of (iOO tons of freight may bo handled 
each trip by the use of a barge.

It Is 
an atlas of Canada, prepared under 
direction of James White, Dominion 
geographer. Tho volume contains 83 
maps, showing tho general topogra- 
phical, geological and agricultural fea- 
tures of tho country, distribution of 
population; railways, lighthouses, tele- 
graph and telephone linos, cable and 
steamship linos, forest resources, pop- 
ulation of provinces, cities and towns, 
together with statistics to show growth 
of Canadian trade and commerce, 



A GEOGRAPHICAL COMPLAINT. 

Mr. Bryce Thinks There Arc Too 
Many Duplications, 

Washington, April 13. — Right Hon. 
James Bryce says he is not a reformer, 
but that should lie at any time be 
inclined to embark upon a reform 
movement it would be in the direction 
of a revision of names for American 
and Canadian cities. Ho says ho 
especially abhors duplications ,as they 
load to confusion in tho mails and tho 
telegrams. While in Canada ho wrote 
a number of dispatches to his govern- 
ment and addressed them to London. 
The dispatches went to London, On- 
tario. Ho is now convinced there 
should be but one London in the world. 
Likewise he believes there should be 
but one Washington, and he was sur- 
prised to learn that thoro aro a dozen 
states in this country that have cities 
of that name. The ambassador Is of 
the opinion that there is no occasion 
for- duplicating in tho United States 
and Canada, as tho Indians have pro- 
vided an unlimited supply of musical 
names that may bo given to cities, 
rivers and other geographical points.

To the 
whistling of harmonics wo sail up in the 
air ever so high. Down again to the leaves 
nst.lng In the trees, rustling, falling. An- 
other change, moonlight, clouds mid put- 
tering rain, lonely churchyards, faint wait- 
ings, grisly skeletons,— Ugh I We are Hear- 
ing the cllinux. The orchestra swells out, 
the sound grows, brighter, brighter, bright- 
er, — 11 musical sunrise, heralded by trum- 
ptt-calls, and welcomed by a sky full of 
larks.

CHAIRMAN REPORTS 
10 THE CITY EOiCiL 



Aid. Henderson Outlines Work of 
Streeets, Bridges and Sew- 
ers Committee 



A large part of the time of yesterday 
evening's meeting of the city council 

Wa8 devoted to the business of the 

atroetH, bridges and sewers 'committee. 
A long and Important report was re- 
ceived from Aid. Hendorson, the chair- 
man of the committee, and tln'rc was 
considerable discussion as to works of 
street and sidewalk Improvement In 
various parts of the city. 

Among other things, a rather curi- 
ous phase of tlie local improvement 
problem was discussed. Aid. Hen- 
dorson drew attention to the fact that 
he was receiving iargo numbers of 
applications for the grading and 
macadamizing of streets on tho local 
improvement plan In the outlying por- 
tions of the city. It was Impossible 
for Ihe city engineer and his staff to 
handle all the work for which appli- 
cations were being made, and he 
.stated that It was his policy to al- 
ways, in the case of a dilemma, build 
a street in a more thickly populated 
part in preference to a thinly settled 
portion of the city. 

"Thon, again," said Aid. Henderson, 
"I have received numbers of applica- 
tions from property owners who have 
subdivided property and who want to 
have their streets graded and macad- 
amized and sidewalks built, in order 
to enhance the value of their holdings. 
In cases like that I do not like to set 
tho city's men to work when they 
might be employed on other streets In 
more thickly populated parts of the 
city." 

Aid. Henderson suggested that il 
wou'd he well In cases where the sole 
object of the building of a street was 
Hie enhancement of tho value of the 
surrounding property to tax the owner 
of the property in question with the 
fuli cost of tho work. 

jt was pointed out, however, that the 
ljy-Iaws gave the City Ihe power to 
Jovy only SO per Cent of the cost of 
any work on the property owners m- 



forested, and that his Idea was accord- 
ingly not feasible.
